JAPAN, 
YOROHAMA. 

Our dates come down to the Ist January. The London 
mail of the 26th October arrived out on the 24th December. 

On the morning of tho 24th December Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, the British Minister Plenipotentiary, and Lady Alcock, 
embarked on board H.M.S. Barossa on their homeward voyage. 
At nine o’clock the bund, from the Legation building to the 
‘New Hatoba, was lined with the men of the 20th Regiment and 
Royal Marines. At the Hatoba, detachments of these regiments 
formed a guard of honour, and a small body of His Netherlands 
Majesty’s Marines attended as a complimentary guard. At 
half-past nine Sir Rutherford and his lady, accompanied by all 
the Foreign Ministers and Consuls and Diplomatic and 
Consular Corps, left the Legation, escorted by CaptainfApplin 
at the head of the Military Train Escort, and passed down 
to the place of embarkation, saluted along the whole route 
by the cheers of the men. At the Hatoba a very considerable 
number, if not all, of the British residents (and many of 
other nationalities) had assembled to pay a parting mark 
of respect to his Excellency. The band, having received him 
with the National Anthem, strack up “Should auld acquaint- 
auce be forgot "—the Royal Artillery, which had been drawn 
up in front of the new Custom-house, fired a salute; the 
Japancse forts at Kanagawa also saluted ; and amidst such marks 
of honour, his Excellency, after paying the last complimentary 
visits to the Euryadus and other ships in harbour, embarked 
on board the Barossa, which immediately got under weigh 
and took her departure. His Excellency (says the Japan 
Herald) appeared not a little gratified with the warm adieux 
of the great concourss of residents which had assembled ; and 
well, indeed, he might be, for every cheer, every hat lifted, 
must have convinced him that, let former words said or 
written remain uneflaced where they may, yet that the men- 
dacious insinuation that he has done little or nothing for the 
community since his return, has met with almost universal 
indignant repuls‘on. 

‘The following were the arrangements for public business 
consequent on Sir Rutherford’s departure :— 

“C. A. Winchester, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul at Kanagawa, will take 
charge of the British Legation on tho departure of the Minister, and 
thereupon act as Her Majesty's Chargé d'Affaires during his absence, or 
till further notice. 

“* Marcus Flowers, Esq., H.B.M.'s Vice-Consul at Kanagawa, wil 
like manner take charge of the Consulate from the same date, as H.M. 
Acting-Consul.—By order, “ Joun MacDoNALp. 

“ H.M.'s Legation, Yokohama, December 24, 1864.” 

On the 23rd December the 67th Regiment and the Beloochees 
embarked on board Her Majesty’s troop-sbip Adventure for Hong 
Kong. “ We cannot let the departure of these brave fellows 
from our scttlement pass by (says the journal before quoted) 
without a word of acknowledgment of their exemplary conduct - 
during the whole time of their being quartered in this place.” 

One of the actual murderers of Major Baldwin and Lieut. 
Bird, bas been captured at Yedo, and brought down to Yoko- 
hama and executed. The first information, brought by one of 
the Vice-Governors from Yedo, to the British Minister, was to 
the effect that on the 17th December, one Seiji, reported to be 
the head of a band of Lonins,had been captured by means of 
information derived from one of the men executed on the 16th, 
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that he had since made full confession, and it was confidently 
expected his evidence would lead to the discovery of his im- 
mediate associate. 

On Tuesday morning, December 27, ithaving become generally 
known that Seiji, having made full confession of his crime, 
would be brought into Yokohoma for exhibition through the 
foreign and native settlement, a large number of residents con- 
gregated along the streets to witness the procession. Many 
had waited long, and it was getting near to dusk when a white 
banner, and along board, both inscribed at some length, were 
seen approaching in the distance. Curiosity was soon satisfied, 
fer with the delay only of a few minutes at the entrance of the 
native town the procession arrived. It consisted simply of a 
few of the Government foot soldiers armed with foreign 
muskets ; then followed common soldiers bearing the banner 
and accusation board ; then the prisoner, a man of apparently 
about 28 years of age, of large frame, and with a most sinister 
and resolute physiognomy, tightly bound, and seated upon a pack- 
horse ; then some six or eight mounted Yakonins, and a few 
more foot soldiers. The procession moved past the Custom- 
house, through the street leading to the British Legation, 
on through the wide street between the Old and Swamp 
Settlements, then through the back streets of the Native Set- 
tlement, stopping more than once to give refreshment to the 
prisoner, and so back to the execution-ground. Through the 
whole route tho procession was accompanied by many foreigners 
on foot or on horseback. All concur in the observation that 
during the whole of this time the prisoner showed no one 
evidence of shame for his position, or dread of his approaching 
doom. After arriving at the execution-ground a long delay 
ensued, and finally, the order of the Governor for the delay (at 
the request of the British authorities, we believe) of the execu- 
tion to the following day arrived. 

Tho following is the official account of the execution, from 
the British officials appointed to witness i 

We, the undersigned, having in accordance with instructions received 
from Her Majesty's Chargé d’ Affaires, proceeded this day to the Japanese 
gaol in company with Mr. Acting Contul Flowers, representing the extra 
territorial jurisdiction of the district, assisted by Mr. Student Interpreter 
Satow, and with a party of the mounted escort in charge of Lieut. Smith, 
commanding the Legation Guard of Royal Marines, to witness the public 
execution of Shimedzoo Seiji, one of the assassins of Major Baldwin and 
Lieut. Bird H.B.M.’s 20th regiment, hereby declare that the sentence 
was carried out in the following manner: 

On our arrival at the scene of execution we found two battalions of the 
20th Regiment and Royal Marines and half a battery of the Royal 
arulley, under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Penrose of the 
Royal Marines, drawn up in a square around a slight elevation of a few 
hundred yards distant from the prison, on which the usual preparations had 
beech made for the punishment which was going to take place. Although 
the time for the execution had been fixed at 10 a.m. precisely, the pri- 
soner did not arrive till 11, He was brought from the prison ina norimon 
under due escort, headed by the bearers of a(white flag and a wooden 
board, on which the annexed sentence was written. When taken out of 
the norimon, saké and sweetmeats were given him, which last repast, 
although standing over the pit which was a few minutes afterwards to 
receive his head, he seemed to enjoy very much. The short time 
usually allowed to the condemned® for making their last earthly 
arrangements, was chiefly employed by this man in singing a song, under- 
stood to be to the effect that ‘*he did not regret dying thus, as to kill 
foreigners was the desire of a real Japanese,” followed by a savage growl, 
unmistakably an execration against all foreigners; after which he ten- 
dered his neck to the executioner with the greatest imaginable indifference. 
The decapitation premnies ashocking sight, the executioner having to 
strike three blows before the head was severed-from the body. As soon 
as the first fatal blow was struck, a gun fired by the Royal Artillery 
announced to the spectators that Justice had received her due. 
Besides @ large crowd of natives, nearly the whole foreign community 
witnessed the awful sight. When the troops marched back they saw his 
head exposed near the guard-house at Yosidabashi, the bridge connecting 
the seitlement with the road to Kanagawa. Shimedzoo Seiji was.a strong, 
tall man, apparently of sound bodily health, and with a countenance fully 
answering the description of a Japanese desperado, He met his doom in 
3 manner worthy of a better cause, and for which he would no doubt have 
Jefi this world with full forgiveness from the regiment he so outrageously 
insulted in murdering two of its beloved officers, had he but shown the 
slightest sign of regret at the sorrow of which he was the cause.

Paoces Versat of the recognition of Shimedzoo Seiji, ono of the 
murderers of Major Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird, by the Japancse 
witnesses, Sei Kanakitchi and Itchibee, at the Japaneso Prison, Tobey, 
the 27th Dec., 1864, 

Under instructions from H.M. Chargé d’Affaires we proceeded 
to the Tobey at one af, for the purpose of being present 
at the recognition of the criminal by the above-named witnestes, and on 
our arrival found the witnestes assembled. It was arranged that the wit- 
nesses should view and observe the features and person of the prisoner 
from behind a screen; an arrangement which the sliding partitions of 
Japanese rooms rendered perfectly easy. 
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The prisoner arrived from Yedo about four P.m., and was immediately 
placed 0 as to be fully exposed to the observation of the witnesses. When 
8 sufficient time bad elapsed to enable the witnesses to speak to the identity, 
they were separately interrogated and respectively made the following 
statements :— 

Bei (a widow who keops the sweetmeat{stall at the gate of the Hajiman) 
declared that she recognised the prisoner to be the man who laid bis bat 


on her bench before going to the temple. . 
Kanakitchi (a buy uged 11 years, residing at Muira) declared that he 
recognised the prisoner as the man who with drawn sword attacked the 


first foreigner (Lieut. Bird) as he passed. 

Itchibe, the keeper of the Kadoya tea-house at Totska, declared that he 

jised the prisoner as one of the two Samourai who, on the night of 

the 22nd of the 10th Japenese month, came into his premises, and ime 
periously demanded food. 

Whereupon we proceeded into the room where the prisoner was, and 
the following questions were put and replies received through the under- 
signed, B. Satow, as Interpreter 

\« Are you indeed Shimedzoo Sei 

“Yes, my name is Shimedzoo 

“ Are you one of the men who killed the foreign officers at Kamakura, 
on the 22nd of the Japanese month?” 

Yes, I killed one of the foreign officers at Kamakura.” 

The last question was repeated in a somewhat varied form, and the- 
prisoner rejoined—* Without doubt I am one of the men who killed the 
foreigners at Kamakura ; but I have something to say about the manner 
in which I have been examined.” 

At this point the Japanese officers rushed in, and, ordering the prisoner 
to be silent, requested the interrogatories might cease; and the under- 
signed Acting-consul, considering the satisfactory character of the recogai- 
tion, and subsequent acknowledgment of guilt, rendered it unnecessary to 
proceed further, we retired to the next apartment. 

The prisoner looked pale from confinement, but did not exhibit on his 
person or countenance any marks of exhaustion or ill-usage.

It was observed that on the previous day, as he was con- 
ducted through the town, he was in the roughest garb. At 
his execution, however, it was not so; he wore one of the 
superior outer coats, with a crest or bearing upon it, and had 
evidently caused his hair to be arranged with more than usual 
precision. It was noticed, also, that bis hand was slim and 
well-formed, and smooth as a woman’s, The head was brought 
to the guardhouse by the bridge at the entrance to Yokohama 
from Kanagawa, and was there impaled upon a bar erected for 
the purpose, where it remained, 

The crime and sentence of the two men before executed, on 
the 16th December, were as follows :— 

“The Ronin, Kabaike Genpachi, a vagrant aged 26 years; 
the Ronin, Ianaba Usijiro, a vagrant aged 23 years: 

“The above-named individuals, by profession vagrants, wear- 
ing two swords, went with Shimedzoo Seiji to the village of 
Hatorimura in §Soshiu, to the houses of the country people, say- 
ing that Seiji was going to exterminate and expel the foreigners 
resident at Yokohoma, avd demanded funds for ;that purpose, 
threatening the peasants with death if they refused, Tho 
above-named individuals having received such money, and 
divided it with Seiji, they cannot deny being accomplices of 
Seiji, and therefore they are condemned to be put to death by 
decapitation. 

“11th Month of the Rat (December 16, 1864).” 

NAGASAKI. 

We hear from Nagasaki that Mr. Broussel, who was chief 
officer of the,Cosmopolite when she was sold to the Japanese 
some time ago, having brought an action against Mr. Rainbow, 
representing Messrs. Dent and Co:, for $200, the value of some 
sails found in the sail loft of Messrs. Lake and Co., sailmakers, 
and alleged to be Mr. Broussel’s property,—Mr. Rainbow has 
brought, through the Dutch Consul at Desima, a counter action, 
in the shape of a charge that Mr. Broussel had stolen the said 
sails. The facts related are these. When Messrs. Glover and 
Co. acting for the Japanese purchasers, went over the ship's 
inventory, they were assured by the captain of the Cosmo- 
polite, that between decks was 6 certain set of good sails, 
and on that assurance the sale was completed. On her first 
voyage outwards the Cosmopolite damaged her canvas in a gale, 
and required to change what remained aloft for the sails which 
it was thought were left below. But they were not to be found. 
Not long afterwards Mr. Broussel, who with the rest of the crew 
had been sent to China, returned to Japan, and was spoken of asa 
sail-seller. ‘Ibis circumstance reaching Mr. Rainbow's ears, he 
made secret inquiries, and was enabled, by the evidence of a Mr. 
Parker, formerly second imate of the Cosmopolite, to ascertain 
that some of the sails for sale were those ‘lost from the sold 
vessel, and for which a refund out of the purchase money had 
been demanded by the Japanese, and duly paid. Should it turn 
out that Mr. Broussel is really guilty of purloining these sails, 
it will bea lesson to acting chief officers of vessels sold to 
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Japanese not to allow their cupidity to outrun correct 
principles. 

‘The steamer Australian had arrived at Shanghai, having been 
compelled to return to repair injury sustained by runnicg 
ashore on a reef in the Inland Sea. She fortunately got off at 
high water, and immediately steamed for Simonoseki, knowing 
that the Argus was lying there. But tho pumps failed to pre- 
vent the water gaining considerably. Assistance was given her 
by the Argus, which enabled the hole to be patched up, and 
that vessel accompanied her to Nagasaki to render further aid 
by the way, in case the repairs should prove insufficient. 

The screw steamer Bahama has been sold by Messrs. Glover 
and Co. at Nagasaki to the Prince of Kiu-siu for the sum of 
$138,000. 

HAKODADI 

A correspondent, writing under date of the 8th December 
informs us that the schooner Petrel, which had left on the pre- 
vious afternoon, put back in a crippled state from loss of some 
spars in a heavy squall during the night. The barque Ashmore, 
Captain Jenkina, on her passage from Yokohama to Hakodadi, 
had run ashore on Oma Island at the extremity of Cape 
Turawisaki, on the opposite side of the Straits to Hakodadi. 
The crew were on the island about a week without being able 
to reach the mainland. Every one was saved, as well as the 
treasure on board, amounting to $30,000. Au official inquiry 
at the British Consulate was totake place. The ship had 
gone to pieces. Strong westerly winds and very cold weather 
hhad been prevailing. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

The following review of 1864 is from the Recorder :— 

* ‘There are various improvements to be noticed in Shanghai. 
The large space of ground, which for long lay waste and drear, 
at the back of the Consulate lot, has been filled up. A hand- 
some block of dwelling houses, built in a most substantial way, 
now ornaments the neighbourhood of the Soochow Creek. They 
are capital tenements, and are admirably adapted for those 
who require comfortable accommodation. A good town-hall, 
however, is required. There are numerous occasions when 
public meetings are necessary, and the Library is the only place 
where an assembly can meet. The meeting of land-renters is 
now one of the annual events happening in the settlement ; 
and there is no doubt that a building of some kind, suitable 
for public meetings, should be erected. There are one or two 
sites very well suited for such a hall. No better place could 
be obtained than the plot of land on which the premises lately 
occupied by Messrs. Hunt and Co. stand. The importance 
attached to Shanghai in a mercantile point of view, has 
given rise to the formation of several local offices. The 
Chins Fire Insurance Company, and the North-China Insurance 
Company are both doing well, and have taken a position as 
such in China. Banks are also on the increase. The Bank of 
Hindustan, China, and Japan has amalgamated with the Im- 
perial Bank of China, The Asiatic Bank will skortly open. 
The others are the Bank of India, the Bank of China, and 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. This last bynk is sure to 
obtain the support of the community, and will materially add 
to the prosperity of both ports, as well as facilitate mercantile 
transsctions in native currency. 

The municipal affairs of the settlement have occasioned some 
discussion. The great difficulty is obtaining a charter, which 
would place the Council on a proper basis. Nominally, they 
possess @ certain amount of jurisdiction, but virtually their 
orders may be disputed. In many cases their authority is 
ignored, and at the present moment nothing definite has been 
settled. - The Land Regulations, by which the Council act, are 
under revision, and we hear that a charter holding on the pro- 
visions of the said rules, will be obtained, so that some direct 
system of municipal government can be arrived at. The 
police force under the municipal control is much improved. 
The present staff of officers are highly efficient, and the 
present{ Superintendent has contributed largely to this desirable 
end. One or two alterations have been made, which have 
given the force a better opportunity to acts, for the benefit of 
the community. We must not omit the fact that a fire-engine 
is now attached to the police force. It came out from 
America, and is a very fine one of its kind, There are several 
in Shanghai, and on many occasions they have been called 
into requisition, 

The most interesting news belongs to the province in which 





ee 
Shanghai is situated. The rebels have been completely 
routed out. With the fall of Nanking, the last hopes of the 
Wangs and their followers, in the district of Keangsoo, disap- 
peared. Colonel Gordon, after conducting a campaign of no 
ordinary difficulty,—hampered in many ways,and commented on 
by the press in certain quarters with a peculiar freedom of lan- 
guage and elegance of composition that would do justice to 
any modern Chesterfield, has returned home. He deserves the 
support of his countrymen, and every one who knows him will 
bear testimony to his conduct while guiding the movements of 
the Chinese troops under his control. ‘The signal success, 
which upon nearly every occasion followed his plans, was at- 
tributable to the care and interest he showed when he actually 
commenced operations. His campaign was one full of interest, 
and there are many details conuected with the event which 
may some day be brought to light. 

On the 2nd Jan. a series of athletic sports took place between 
the soldiers of H.M.’s 2nd Belooch Regiment and the sailors of 
EMS, Scylla. 

The following mercantile notices have appeared :— 

The interest of Mr. John T. F. Bowker, in the business of 
the Shanghai Recorder, ceases from this date. “Shanghai Re- 
corder” office, December 23rd, 1864. 

The interest and responsibility of Mr. James Cock in our 
firm ceased from this date. Watson and Co., Shanghai, De- 
cember 22nd, 1864. 

The Trustees of the estate of Maitland, Maclean and Co. 
have declared a first dividend of 14 per cent., which will bo 
paid on and after the 1st December next, at the office of Messrs. 
Cope, Cheshire and Co., Accountants, Foochow-road, Shanghai. 

‘The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

Within the settlement but little of interest has occurred since 
the date of our last Overland issue. Our French néighbours 
have announced that the arrangements some time since entered 
into for the formation of a gas company to illuminate their 
settlement bave been completed. A notice which appeared in- 
forming the public that such a company was in contemplation, 
was new to many, although reports to that effect had been 
current for some weeks before. Buta further warning since 
conveyed to intending speculators, that all the shares had been 
allotted, culminated the surprise. It will be interesting to com- 
pare the progress of the rival companies, both in point of ex- 
penditure and of time required to set each on a working footing. 
For two years, residents in the English settlement have been 
anxiously awaiting the boon which, like the grapes of Tantalus, 
appears always to recede from their grasp when they hope 
to attain it. The Compagnie du Gaz dela Concession Francaise 
contemplates an expenditure of Tls. 30,000, and promises to 
keep carefully within that margin, by strict attention to 
economy, and avoidance of unnecessary expenditure on “ build- 
ings and other extraneous matters (objets de luxe) which in its 
opinion have no real value, and only servo to absorb profits.” 
No hint is given as to the time within which the new company 
is likely to have completed its arrangements for lighting the 
settlement. 

The Shanghai Gas Company's preparations are now so farin 
advance, that we presume we are justified in hoping that the 
English settlement will first enjoy the blessing of light. 

On the 31st a capacious and well-modelled iron steam barge, 
on the screw principle, was launched from the engineering 
works of Messrs. Nicholson and Boyd. She is one of two 
sister ships now being built by the same firm, for the purpése 
of shipping and landing cargoes with despatch. The keel was 
only laid down about ten weeks ago, and credit is due to 
Messrs, Nicolson and Boyd for the quickness with which they 
have completed her, We understand this is the seventcenth 
iron vessel launched by the same firm in 1864, the whole 
aggregating a gross tonnage of over 4,000 tone. ‘The difficultics 
attending a business of this description in the East are great, 
both as to the supply of material and labour ; and it is grati- 
fying to those interested in the prosperity of the “ model settle- 
ment” to see work turned out effectively. 

Some few mornings ago a terrible commotion took place at 
the guard-room of the old north gate, in consequence of the 
abstraction of two heads which for three months had adorned 
the wall at that place. Tho heads had formorly belonged to 
two renowned Cantonese robbers by namo Wang A-chang and 
Yang A-lai, whose friends have, since Wang’s and Yang's 
departure for a better world, made several efforts to possess 
themselves of the interesting relics above mentioned. They at 
length succeeded, and have left the guard in a predicament 
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something similar to that of the soldier of Ephesus, celebrated 
in song. Whether the guard will be compelled to furnish two 
other heads in the place of those lost we are not in a position 
to decide, but a bambooing all round is the least penalty they 
may expect, 

The annual Masonic Ball was given on Dec. 29, in the Shang- 
hai Club, which was kindly lent for the occasion by the share- 
holders. The excellence of the arrangements, for which the 
masonic body is indebted to the indefatigable Secretary of the 
Club, was the theme of universal praise. Dancing was kept 
up untila lato hour, both ladies and gentlemen appearing to 
enjoy what so seldom falls to their lot in Shanghai—a ball cos- 
tume. The dresses worn by the members of the Encampment, 
Chapter aud various lodges, lent an air of gaiety to the Scene, 
while many of the ladies emulated the craft distinctions gained 
by their husbands, and appeared in dresses ornamented with 
Knight Templar, Royal Arch, and blue masonic insignia. 

The Fychow giaut, who has been astonishing the Shanghai 
world by his extraordinary length, breadth, and thickness, is 
about to be sent to Europe, and will, we understand, leave this 
port by the first mail in February. He will be accompanied by 
an exhibitor, who will carry him through the principal cities 
and towns of Europe.

A new theatrical company, consisting of 
seven gentlemen and two ladies, has arrived from Hong Kong, 
and purposes shortly to appear in public. Their talents are 
extolled by the Hong Kong press, and we have no doubt that 
they will afford equal satisfaction in Shanghai. The departure 
of the 67th Regiment for Hong Kong has been postponed in 
consequence of small-pox having broken out on board the 
Adventure. 

Mr. James Cock has returned to Shanghai from Hong Kong, 
and he has been advertised out of the firm of Watson and Co. 
No rewult of the state of his affairs or of the firm has yet been 
arrived at. 

On the announcement of the change of name of the Mer- 
cantile Bank of India, a foolish rumour got’ abroad that the 
bank had stopped! Weare happy to say that no bank is sounder. 


The trial of the tug steamer Island Queen versus the P. and 
O. Co, for services to the Wepaul will be tried about the 20th 
January. 

A large seizure off arms was made at the Custom House 
under the following circumstances. A number of barrels pur- 
porting to contain flour had come from Hong Kong per 
Oriflamme, consigned through Messrs. Russell and Co. to some 
one at Hiukow. Application for permission to transship was 
demanded, and granted after one of the barrels had been 
examined.

The China Mail has the following :— 

Major Brine, R.E, who proceeds home this mail, through 
ill-health, and his three years’ service in China having expired, 
has been within the past weck inspecting the volunteer corps 
in the south of China. On the 6th inst. he inspected the 
Canton volunteers, of which corps he is commandant ; and 
yesterday evening he issued his farewell order, on a full parade, 
to the steadily-increasing corps of Hong Kong volunteers, of 
which he is ljeut.-col. commandant. 

The parade was formed it front of the head-quarters, Go- 
vernment buildings, with the band on the right, then the bat- 
tery of artillery, and then the rifle company. All the officers 
were present, and likewise a large number of spectators, who 
have always taken a great interest in the volunteer movement in 
this colony. After opening and going down the ranks, Colonel 
Brine addressed the corps in something approaching the fol- 
lowing terms :— 

Captain Coxon and Gentlemen,—It is with very great regret that I am 
suddenly to be separated, from a corps I formed three years ago, and, 
thanks to you, have commanded ever since. However, it will be gratify- 
ing to you, I feel coufident, to know I am going home and in improved 
health. The progress of the corps has been very great last year, From 
January, 1802, to April, 1864, there was only a battery of artillery ; since 
the latter date a band, nearly JO strong, has been organised, & 
rifle company formed, and only last month the Canton Rifle 
Volunteers, @ sub-division of your corps, increased your ranks, 
On the 3st December, 1862, the effectives numbered 123, and hon, mem- 
bers 42; on same date 1853, 82 and 43; but va 3ist December, 1864, 
the “official” strength of the corps was—band, 25; artillery, 845 





















rifles, including Canton, 91; hon, members, 67;—tolal, 267. " These 
figures, notwithstanding the climate and unavoidable expenses connected 
with a Volunteer Corps far from home, are very encouraging. Your 





efficiency in drill also shows great improvement, especially in the 
manquvres of the Field Battery. The rifle-shooting in 1864 was far 
better than in 1863; and as for the band, its performances are so good 
that a3 amateurs I have been applied to for their services four nights in 
succession, three of which were granted, viz, for the Govermor’s 
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patronage, General Guy's, and to-night at Government House. Continue, 
please, to back up your officers and thereby yourselves; recruit; don't 
give any offence. “Go quietly about your own way, and become good 
shots, good drills, and aid good fellowship. 

‘When 1 came (o China there was only one volunteer corps, viz., 
Shanghai. I leave it, including Japan, with five. Of these I have formed 
three, armed four, and command two. Understand Singapore is not 
counted. The four China corps—vis., Canton, Hong Kong, Shanghai, 
-and Hankow, to-morrow send to London, for competition at Wimbledon, 
by “ Home” Volunteers, a 500 guinea cup. This corps, in addition, 
‘subscribes £20 annually to the National Rifle Association ; and several 
old See Volunteers . have ety seat Lord Elcho, for the “ London 

2 100 guinea cup, All this is very encouraging, and we 
anust all feel very thankful. I do to you,"to the bon. members, and 
the authorities.

Colonel Brine then fell out the officers, and the adjutant broke the 
-corps off, on which several lusty cheers were given by all for their gal- 
Mant commandant. The latter, after bowing uncovered to the Volun. 
teors, then rode off the ground with his actingadjutant. 

The return cricket match between the Hong Kong Club and 
the Garrison took place on the 2nd and 3rd January, when the 
Garrison gave the Club a defeat such as they themselves 
received on the former occasion. 

‘Two fires have taken place, both, it is supposed, originating 
‘from the matsheds of the natives. One of these was of a very 
serious nature, and destroyed an extensive range of mat coal- 
sheds belonging to Messrs. Robt. S. Walker and Co., with about 
sfive thousand tons of coals and two hundred barrels of tar. 
Fortunately, by dint of much daring and perseverance, the de- 
struction was confined to the one range, although it burned 
-splendidly for four or five hours, and smouldered twice as long. 

‘The Volunteers have been indulging in shot and shell prac- 
tice, and the battery report shows a great improvement. 








SIAM. 

Messrs, A. Markwald and Co.’s Report of the 6th of Janu- 
‘ary announces that the exportation of Rice has been pro- 
hibited :— 

“We [already reported in our last the failure of the rice crop, 
which we herewith beg to confirm. ‘The outturn, we regret 
to say, will not be anything near the requirements for local 
-eonsumption, and importations of the grain are likely to be 
made to a considerable extent, in order to save the population 
from starvation. The Siamese Government have, under these circum- 
vatances, considered it necessary to prohibit the exportation of the 
gain for a period of seven month, beginning the 25th January, and ending 

20th August next; the prohibition to \be continued, however, 
‘from that date for a further period of twelve months, should 
there not be a fair prospect of @ good in-coming crop at the ex- 
piration of the first term. There are several foreiga vessels in_harbour 
under charter, which will have to leave in ballast either for China or 
Singapore, as shippers were unable to procure during the last few weeks 
any rice or paddy, supplies having been scarcely sufficient for the local 
consumption. Inferior white rice is sold at ticals 14 to 1§ per bucket, 
equal to ticals 150 to 162} per coyan.” 


THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA, 

7 When every place in the world seems to be going ahead, 
when advancement both at home and abroad seems the rule, 
the colonists of the§Philippines (observes the Straits Times), 
ike their fellow subjects in Spain, are not only far behind the 
‘age, but are positively retrograding. A few weeks ago, the 
Councillors, by a majority, passed a recommendation to the Home 
‘Government to closo the ports of Cebu, Yloilo, and Sual, opened 
some years ago to direct trade. The policy is completely suicidal. 
‘The openingof the ports has created a wonderful increase in trade, 
Not ouly a direct trade with various countries has sprung up, 
but the old trade, both in imports and exports, to and from 
Manila, formerly the only open port in the colony, has increased. 
From Yloilo alone 1,600 tons of sugar were shipped in 1863, 
against 750 tons in 1855, when the port was opened. Sixty 
foreign vessels were loaded last year from Sual— 
without counting Spanish. Indeed, the highest antici- 
ations have been more than fulfilled; and it is very 
discouraging to those who have settled there, and lamentable to 
overs of progress, to see such downright ignorance displayed. 
Daring 1863 aud this year, one or two foreign houses, British 
and American, have heen opened at Cebu and Yloilo; thus 
introducing capital, ana promising more than a continuance of 
prosperity. We believe a strong and well-penned protest has 
been addressed to the British Government by the houses there, 
through the Consul. 

The English Steamer Luzon, bound tw Manila from Amoy, 
‘was lost on a shoal off the coast of Zambalez, on the night of 
the 22nd December; the crew and passengera being saved,

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

The dates hence are to the 21st January. The London mail 
of the 10th December arrived out on the 14th January. 

The Straits Times, in stating that the Transfer Question 
would be brought before Parliament this session, remarks that 
“‘if the real position of the settlement, financial and otherwise, 
was only sufficiently made known, no opposition to the transfer 
was likely to hold fora moment.” Our contemporary con- 
tinues :— 

The “ public debt” which is talked about at home, now for the first 
time, is a purely arbitrary creation of the pens of our Indian financiers ; 
no debt whatever exists against the settlement, The amount of money 
which is s0 unceremoniously sought to be thus charged is purely @ suitors’ 
fund, under control of the local Court of Judicature, which accumulated 
in the Treasury to the extent of over £100,000; and the Indian Govern 
ment, with a view to utilize this money, which would otherwise have been 
profitiess, arranged to take over the money and pay 4 per cent interest om 
it, subject to withdrawal at any moment by the Court of Judicature, In 
this way the money departed from the Treasury in ordinary annual dis- 
busements, and to meet Imperial drafts. The amount, however, has 
always been, and is still, available at any moment, to the call of the 
Court, Latterly, the sum is being redeemed by the Bengal Government 
in Five per Cent. India Bonds. The debt, if such it is to be called, is 
clearly one of India to the local Treasury, not one of the local Govern- 
ment to the Indian Treasury. 

On the 12th Jan. one of the most painful catastrophes that 
has occurred in the neighbourhood, was brought to Singapore 
knowledge. On that day a Chinaman, much bruised about 
the body, presented himself at the Shipping-office, and said 
that he had left Swatow a fortnight before in a large three- 
masted schooner with 550 other passengers. On the night of 
the 6th, at the entrance to the Straits, barely thirty miles from 
this, the vessel going at full speed dashed against the Lighthouse 
rocks ; a moment afterwards sho fell back, filled rapidly, and sank 
in deep water with all hands on board. The man, who believed 
himself the only survivor, got hold of a small pieco of wood, on 
which he floated a whole day and night, when he was picked 
up by some Rhio fishermen and brought to Singapore. This 
story, so fearful in its details, ‘was scarcely believed in at first ; 
but fatal confirmation of it arrived a day afterwards from the 
Dutch Resident at Rhio. One of the crew of the ill-fated ship, 
a Swede named Christensen, was picked up and brought ashore 
at Rhio—and his story was the same as the Chinaman’s. The 
vessel was the Hamburg three-masted schooner Canton, bound 
from Swatow to Singapore with 550 Chinese passengers. The 
Chinamen that reached this, and the European sailor now in 
hospital at Rhio, are the sole survivors, 

The statement of Sin Hee Hee, the Chinaman, made on oath 
before the Marine Magistrate, is as follows :— 

«J was a cook on board a vessel wrecked near the lighthouse (supposed 
to be Pedra Branca); the flag that was flying on board was a red flag with 
awhite centre. There were altogether 548 men on board, including the 
captain, erew, and myself. I know the number of men, because I was a 
cook on board, and used to cook for them all in separate dishes. We left 
‘Swatow about fifteen days ago; eight days after leaving Swatow this oc- 
currence took place ; it was about one o'clock in the morning. Iwas 
sleeping in a boat atthe time. ‘There was a strong squall, the vessel went 
on the rock, and when she came off again she sank. When the ship 
wrecked, I gota ladder belonging to her and was driven to the coast of 
Rhio with the ladder. I there met some men working in a gambier shed 
who gave me clothes. 1 came here in a China boat belonging to Rhio. 
On the night of the wreck I saw several menswimming. The next morn- 
ing I saw about forty afloat. I cannot say whether they were alive or 
d ‘There were no women on board. I did not see the vessel next 
morning. I wasin the water about twenty-four hours. I do not know 
anything more about it. There were two sails set at the time.” 

The master of the barque Gazelle reported also that “ on 
coming up to Singapore, near the Pan Shoal, on the 14th 
January, nine dead bodies were seen floating, one of them with- 
out a head, supposed to be a Chinaman.” Assistance had been. 
sent to the place by the Resident of Rhio, in the hope of 
saving some lives. 

The Sarawak steamer Rainbow, which arrived on the 20th 
January, brought up Captain Orr and part of the crew of 
the English barque Canada. 

PENANG, 

We (Penang Argus) are glad to welcome back G. W. Earl 
Esq., to our island ; wo congratulate him on his complete re- 
storation to health, consequent on his stay in Australia,and 
wish him many long years of usefulnesss in this settlement. 
Mr. Earl has already assumed charge of his duties as Assistant 
Resident Councillor, Police Magistrate, and Commissioner of 
the Court of Requests, 
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The paddy crop in the north of Province Wellesley still 
suffers from the intensity of the drought. Nothing but a con- 
siderable fall will now bring on the crops. The Resident Coun- 
cillor, on being informed of a police prosecution against some 
respectable Malays of Lahar Kapa, for damming back the water 
in the canal, to irrigate their parched fields, stopped it, and 
directed that the ryots should be permitted to use all the water 
in the canals and ditches under the direction of the Pangulu Mu- 
kims. Gang robberies are of frequent occurrence alongthe Keddah 
side of the Muda, and if the paddy crop fails to the extent threat- 
ened, these depredations will extend to our side also. It is fortu- 
nate, with this unpleasant prospect, that Mr. Bennett is proceed- 
ing steadily with the new lines of road in the NE. Ina few 
weeks it will be possible to ride, without dismounting, from the 
Permatang Birtam road to the banks of the Muda at Dusun 
Gaja, A buggy can now drive to Alor Kladi, and before May 
we anticipate that the continuation of this line will be open 
for ponies to the frontier pillar. Canal operations recommenced 
on the 2nd January, and we have every reason to expect that 
before the end of this year both roads aud canals will be 
finished. The experience of two successive seasons of severe 
drought shows the necessity of having a command of water 
for irrigation not only in the belt of swamps now in process of 
being drained, but in all the higher parts of the country, The 
waters of the Muda will probably be made available for the 
former tract next season, and if the experiment suoceeds it 
may be hoped that Government will take the work in hand for 
the benefit of the latter tracts also.

CHINA EXPORTS, 

Tga.—The remarks made last mail may de repeated. The supplie® 
of Black are nearly exhausted, the export » Very full, and rates are main- 
tained ina singular manner. The new country Greens are tightly held 
by the teamen at rates above what “reign exporters can possibly pay, the 
fact being that the expenses «¥ transit are s0 heavy, owing to mandarin 
exactions, that holders will ot see their money back. 

Canton.—Transactivns for the fortnight bave been ona very limited 
scale in this market. Country Congous: Although the teamen within 
the last few days have appeared more anxious to do business, yet thei 
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ideas are still too high for intending purchasers, and so there are no settle. 
ments to report. Country Greens: 241 half-chests Hyson have been 
taken for India, besides which nothing has as yet transpired in these kinds. 
Canton-made Teas have throughout the fortnight been neglected, and 
may now be bought on easy terms. 

‘Axtov.—Supplies of Oolongs have of late come forward more freely 
from ihe country, but buyers have held altogether aloof from the market, 
and no settlements are reported excepting one small chop of 208 10 catty 
Loxes Oolong at $244. 

Foochow.— The transactions of the fortnight have been small. Of 
the settlements reported, fully a moiety have been made by one house, 
at previous rates for common, and a slight advance for flavory kinds. 
The settlements reported are as follow: Congous : 3,445 chests and 
3,828 half-chests at 6 to 13} tls. for dust and broken leaf, 12 to 
163 tls. for common to good common, and 164 to 204 tls. for flavoury to 
goal flavoury. Souchong: 100 ebests common at 203 tls. Oolong: 
3,080 half-chests and 400 boxes at 8 to 12} tls. for inferior, and 
14} to 17 tls. for common to fair cargo. Scented Teas: 790 boxes 
common to fair at 19 to 23} tls. 

SuancHat—Black: A fair amount of business has been transacted 
during the past fortnight, and prices have again ruled somewhat irregul: 
many of the settlements showing an advance of one teel on previous 
quotations. During the past two days holders, in consequence of the 
advance in exchange, have been more anxious to realise, but at present 
no decline can be quoted. Settlements have been :—7 chops Oopack, 
at 23} to 24} tls.; 5 chops Ningchow, at 22 to 23tls.; 8 chops Oo- 
nabms, at 18 to 20 tls.; and 4 chops Hohow, at 16 to 17 tls, ; together, 
24 chops or 9,858 chests. Reshipped on owners’ account, 14 chops 6,451 
chests; making in all, 37 chops or 15,989 chests, and showing a total for 
the season to date of 946,323 chests. Stock, waiting shipment and for 
re-sale, 50 chops or 21,026 chests. Quotations :—Third crop Oopacks, 
234 to 26} tls.; Ningchow, 20 to 23 tl Oonahms, 18 to 22 tls. ; 
Hohow, 16 to 20 tls. Green: One large chop of Moyune country tea, 
belonging to a foreign firm, containing over 1,700 packages, have been 
settled at 35 tle. ; but natives will not accept similar rates, so the market 
‘cannot be reported as fairly opened. Stocks both here and at Kiukiang 
are steadily increasing. A few small parcels of Shanghai packed have 
been taken at previous rates. 

Kivktanc.— Green Teas: Teamen had proved firmer than foreigners, 
‘and about 8,500 half-chests had been settled at prices fully 2d. per Ib. 
over highest home rates of last season. The stock on hand had increased 
to 125,000 packages and the absence of any general anxiety to buy 
coupled with the growing necessities of the teamen would probably lead to 
& considerable decline in prices after China New Year. Total settlements 
and shipments : 32,116 half-chests or 1,889,400 Ibs. against 143,110 half- 
chests or 8,418,900 Ibs. last year. Black Teas: One small chop only had 
been settled at former rates, and 3 chops remained in stock. 

Hayxow.— Between the 17th and Sst ultimo, four chops had been 
settled somewhat above last home rates. Seven chops were in stock, and 
about twelve more were likely to arrive before the definite close of the 
‘season, Total seitlemenis and shipments: 365,000 chests, or 
36,423,200 Ibs., against $60,000 chests or 35,038,000 Ibs. last year.

Shanghai: The market bas been 
rather quiet throughout the fortnight, the transactions being estimated at 
500 bales, After the departure of last mail the silk men appeared more 
anxious to sell, wishing to close their accouats at the end of the China year, 
and submitted to a reduction of trom 5 to 10 tls. per picul. The unsold 
silk is chiefly composed of undesirable qualities, and as the arrivals from 
pcoouatey have amounted to 5U0 bales, the stock remains unaltered.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT.

‘Tea.—The following is from the circular of J, C. Sillar:—Increased 
heaviness has prevailed in the Tea-market for the last fortnight, and prices 
of all kinds have again given way. As will be seen below, nearly 
28,000,000 Ibs. have arrived from China since the 30th ult., which will 
have to be added to the stock. The United Kingdom stock stands at about 
128,000,006 Ibs., and con! almost entirely of Teas worth Is, 4d. per 
ib. downwards, while nore than a half is low redand black leaf, from Is, 
to 10d., and even as low as 7d. in value. Private telegrams report the 
shipment of 5,000,000 Ibs. for the fortnight, which will increase the quan- 
tity afloat to 26,000,000 Ibs. 

‘Tt has been stated in the Times newspaper, and is generally accepted, 
that the present duty on tea is 33} per cent. ad calorem, whereas in reality 
it is one hundred per cent. upon the great bulk of tea imported. The 
finest descriptions of tea only pay a duty of 30 te 50 per cent., but these 
constitute a very small percentage of the season's import, and are con- 

The poorer classes, on the other 
hand, as a rule, drink eightpenny Congou, and upon this they have to 
pay a duty of one hundred and fifty per cent. a tax they can ill 
afford. A shilling a pound is ‘considered the usual average 
profit charged by the shopkeeper, a shilling is charged by 
Government, and eightpence a pound is allowed to the importer, who 
has to pay the Chinese Government a duty of taels 2} per picul, or say 
24d per [b., 2} the expense of chests and leads, Id. tor freight and in- 
surance, and 2d. to the Chinese merchant, who has to divide this between 
the grower and the local mandarins as best he can. The consumption, 
for the reasons shown above, barely increased last yeer 4 per cent., being 
for the year 1864, 843 millions duty paid, against 85 millions the year 
before, while the resulte of the above fair division of profit are beginning 
to show themselves in the commencement of the destruction of the China 
trade, several heavy failures having already taken place ; whereas, had the 
principles of free trade been fully carried out, the consumption would 
have been double or treble its present size.

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Tue Comprapor System in Lonpon.—Our readers in the Far 
East will be surprised to hear that the comprador squeeze is not confined 
to China alone, inasmuch asa nobleman of high standing and repute, viz.. 
the Duke of Sutherland, has, in a letter to The Times, opened the eyes of 
the public to the fact of its existence in London. It appears from his 
statements that the tradesmen in the metropolis have been accustomed to 
pay servants a per centage upon all goods sold to their masters, thus 
evidently encouraging them to all kinds of dishonesty. As the Duke 
observes, ‘it is equally unjust to masters and servants, as the expenses of 
the one and the temptation to the other are both considerably increased. 
Therefore (he continues), all servants or tradesmen in my employment 
detected in pursuing this system, will be immediately dismissed from my 
service and patronage.” It is to be hoped all other large and influential 
householders in London will follow the example set before them, which 
indeed becomes a duty to society at large when the corruption, engendered 
by a habit so pernicious is taken into consideration.

Cuinese Prrates.—The following isan extract of a letter from a 
young gentleman on board H.M.’s gun-boat Grasshopper, dated Swatow, 
December 13, 1864:— When we left Swatow in search of pirates, and 
were going to Amoy on alittle business, we were steaming at full speed 
when we sighted six small junks, As soon as they saw us they set all sail 
and made off, but we lay to, and gave them some grape shot, and all the 
men in the junks leapt overboard, and we picked up 76 of them naked. 
It was a horrible sight to see, when we brought them on board,some with 
their arms and some with their legs off. We then stowed them away like 
40 many pigs, and brought them to the Supreme Court of mandarins, to 
whom we gave them up. After we were at Amoy, we returaed in the 
course of three days to the same place we bad left the pirates, and there 
was asight. There were 20 of them crucified, with nails in their hands 
and their feet; 2U drowned, with stones tothem; 20 hanged; 16 tortured 
and burned to death. The Chinese Government had been looking after 
these desperate parties for u long time, but never could catch them. 
‘They did not spare them when they got them. The first thing they did 
before we left was to give them four dozen each with the lash, but this 
Was only to teach them that they had been taken by a British man-of-war. 

EXPLOSION OX BOARD THE PENINSULAR AND OaieNTAL Company's 
Mat Sreaser ‘“ Rancooy,”—By the arrival of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Company's mail steamer Rangoon at Suez, 
telegraphed to the company, intelligence has been received of a very 
shocking accident having occurred on board that vessel by explosion, 
shortly after her departure from Bombay to Suez. According to the 
brief particulars contained in the telegram, it appears that the catastrophe 
took place on the 18ih of last month, when a quantity of gunpowder, 
stated to be about 7 ibs., exploded somewhere in the vicinity of the after 
saloon carriage, causing the death of two passengers, a female and a child, 
and doing damage to the furniture and fittings of the state cabin, 

A New Stixwors.—M. Cuérin-Méneville has communicated a paper 
to the Academy of Sciences, Paris, on a new silkworm sent over from 
Senegal. The caterpillar on being hatched is black ; it then becomes grey, 
then of a brilliant silver white, and in the last stage green, its body being 
covered with small bunches of bristles, those near the head being red aud 
blue, and those on the rest of the body red and white.

The 
charge was stated—but only on public grounds, and the unfortunate cabby 
paid the penalty of his rashness with a fine of $s. Then, quoth the prose- 
cutor, ** Foe the defendant bound by law to drive me back for nothing ?” 
The magistrate thought not, so the Admiral went home, but whether on 
foot or by cab is not stated. 

Great Destauction or Tga BY Fiae.—A destructive fire occurred. 
on the 25th December at Maimatschene, a Chinese frontier town near 
Kiakhta, Three warehouses containing 2,000 chests of tea were entirely 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at 120,000 roubles. The Chinese were 
thrown into great consternation by the disaster, for which they were 
altogether unprepared, as no fire bad happened there for about twenty-four 
years. They also have a superstitious notion that to extinguish a fire is a 
sin, and they consequently had no firemen or engines; but they worked 
hard in carrying water to the Russians, who did their utmost in mastering 
the conflagration, and succeeded in saving about 4,000 chests of tea.

THE CONFEDERATE CRUIZER “ SHENANDOAH.” 

The United States steamer Iroquois, eight guns, Commander 
Rodgers, arrived im Table Bay on Monday (Jan. 9) with a por- 
tion of the crews of the schooner Lizzie M. Stacy, and of the 
bark Edward, both of which vessels were burnt at sca by the 
Confederate cruizer Shenandoah, the men on board being after- 
wards landed at Tristan d’Acunha, from whence they were 
taken by the Iroquois. ‘The following particulars of these oap- 
tures have been placed at the disposal of the press :— 


Tak “ Liza M. Stacy."—The following is the report of Capt. W. 
H. Archer, of the fore-and-aft schooner Lizzie M. Stacy, from Boston 
with a general cargo :—* On the 13th November, in lat. 1.40 N., long. 
28 W., discovered a ship to the westward coming up rery fast; shor 
afterwards made her out to be a steamer. In about two hours and a-half 
she steamed close alongside us, flying the English ensign. 1 then showed 
my colours, on which she fired a gun; at the same time down came the 
ensign and up went the pirate flag. The ship hove to, I following ber 
example, She then lowered and sent one of ber boats on board in charge 
of Lieut. Grimball, Master’s Mate Hunt, and Midshipman Brown. Upon 
their coming on deck, I was asked where I was from, and where bound to, 
and if | had any foreign cargo on board. To which I replied, « No.* 
« Then, ou are a prize to the Confederate steamer Shenandoah ; take 
your papers and go on board with your mate. I went un board, and on 
arriving there was shown into the wardrobe. The captain then asked me 
where } was from and bound. I told him. He then asked me if 1 had 
any foreign cargo on board. I said no. ¢ Well, sir, I shall burn your ship. 
Go on board and get your luggage together, and take great care not to 
destroy provisions. If you do, it wiil be the worse for yourselves.’ 1 then left. 
the cabin and went on board my ship for the purpose of bringing my 
clothes and crew on board the steamer ; after which they commenced to 
ransack the vessel, After taking the provisions and many other things, 
they destroyed my boats and cast them adrift, after which they scuttled and 
set fire to the vessel at both ends. We then stood away to the northward. 
and eastward, The Lizzie M. Stacy was a fine fore-and-aft schooner, 
of about 140 tons, 3 years old, and belonged to Messrs, C, Brewer and 
Co., of Boston, U.S.A. After the capture of my vessel, and that of the 
whaling barque Edward, we and our crews, consisting in all of 27 mea, 
were landed on the Island of Tristan d’Acunha, and were kindly received 
and lodged by the people on shore. We remained there 2] days, and 
were taken off by the U.S, steam corvette Iroquois, Capiain 
Rodgers ; and after a passage of 12 days from the island were landed in 
‘Table Bay on Monday.” The following is Captain Archer's description of 
the Shenandoah: A fine long ship of about 1,000 tons, ship rigged, three 
patent reefing topsails, appeared to be a very fast vessel, cartied 8 guuis, 
4 on either side. She had no pivot guns, The following is a list of her 
officers: Captain Waddell; Ist Lieut, C. W. Whittle; 2nd Lieut., J. 
Grimball ; 3rd Lieut., 5. 5. Lee; 4th, F. S. Chew; Sth, D, M. Scales; 
Master's Mates, Colton, Hunt, and Miner; Surgeon, C, Lining; Assistant 
Surgeon, J. F. McNulty ; Passed Midshipmen, O. A. Brown and J. F. 
Mason; Gunner, John Guy; Boatswain, J. Harwood; Sailiaker, H. 
Halcott ; Carpenter, J. O'Shey ; in all 74 persons. While on board the 
steamer, four of the Lizzie M. Stacy's crew joined her. The crews of 
the vessels taken before the Lizzie M. Stacy were put on board the ship 
Kate Prince, which vessel was bonded and released on account of ber 
having a cargo of coals for Bahia, 

Tus Wuatine Bark “ Eowano."—The following is Captain Worth’s 
report of the taking of the American whaling bark Edward, of New 
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Bedford :—“ On the 4th December, in lat. 37.50 S., long. 11.45 W., at 
5 p.m, observed a strangelooking steam-ship under sail standing towards 
us; when within ebout half a mile of us he showed the English ensign. [ 
then backed my main topsail and hove to, thinking he wanted to speak me. 
Previous to this I had run up my colours to the peak, after which he hove 
his vessel to atout quarter of a mile from us, and lowered one of his boats, 
which be sent to board my vemel, in charge of Mr. Bullock and Mr. 
Miner, They came alongside, and the officers coming on deck, I was 
told to go on board the strange steamer with my papers, leaving my ship 
in charge of the officers. Upon my going on board, I was taken into the 
‘cabin, where I was met by Captain Waddell, who said, ‘Captain, I wish 
to examine your papers.’ After looking over them, he said,“ I shall burn 
vessel.’ He them made me take oath to answer the truth to 
the questions he would put to me. He then said: * What money 
ave you on board?’ Answer, ‘150 doliars in gold. He then said, ‘ Take 
care of it, and deliver it to my purser, when you come on board.’ I 
then left the cabin and proceeded on boar ship to fetch my clothes 
and send the crew on board next wnerning (it being late in the evening, 
they did not touch anything until next morning), when they commenced 
to take what provisions and other articles they wanted, and at six in the 
‘evening they set fire to the vessel. The whale boats, which were new, 
were taken on board the privateer; at that time her cargo was about 100 
barrels of oil on board. She was a fine barque of about 350 tons, and 
was owned by Messrs. T. Knowles and Co.,of New Bedford. She had 
been out four months; part of the men’s clothes were saved ; one of the 
seamen joined her on board; he was an Englishman.” 
In addition to the above the following is a list of the ships burned by the 
‘Shenandoah :—Alena, bark, from Cardiff, bound to South America, with 
coals; brig Susan, from England, to South America, with a cargo of 
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coals; bark D. Godirey, from Boston to Valporais 
Oak, from Boston to San Francisco ; bark Adelaide, with the Argentine 
flag at her peak, was boarded. It appears that the captain of the privateer 





detmanded her bill of sale and transfer to the Argentine Government, which 
the captain could not produce. She was then ordered to be destroyed. 
After they hed broke up the cabin and poured tar and turpentine over the 
floor, the captain of the Adelaide spoke a few words to the privateer 
captain, upoo which he immediately ordered them to repair what damage 
they had done, and release the vemel. It appears she belonged toa friend 
of the Confederates.

‘was the Indian mutiny ; ‘* Next” was the liberation of Italy ; “ Next was 
the civil war in America. The truth is, we cannot rest. We cannot 
stand still, Forever is there thundering in our ears the ery of “ On- 
wards |” Forever are we reminded of the penalty which those incur who, 
not only look back, but strive to trace their steps in a retrograde direction ; 
and happy are we if our career is not merely onwards but upwards, and if 
‘we succeed in avoiding the road which is all down hill. « What next, and 
next?” Everything is “next.” ‘The things we hope for must come— 
reform, sobriety, peace, innocence, happiness ‘The things we dread must 
come equally—grey hairs, diminished strength, bereavement, and the 
grave. It issimply a question of time. In an infinite succession the 
Actors are waiting at the “ wing” to enter on the stage of life. They are 
dressed and paioted, and perfect in their part; they are only waiting for 
their proper “cue,” and we have not the least idea of when the “ cue” 
will be given. Tremendous ‘set scenes” are behind the forest or the 
chamber which engage our transitory attention, and they do but await the 
promptor’s whistle to be disclosed. "If the curtain falls, let us not seek for 
our hats and prepare to depart, in vain assumption that the play has come 
to anend. It is but the act drop; the green curtain is a long way off: 
the great drama has yet to develope the most marvellous episode. ‘There 
may be myriads of anti-climaxes before the great catastrophe. It isa good 
thing when you are old and feeble to “rest and be thankful,” but in the 
aggregate, when nations are thankful for rest, it is that they may gather 

















new strength and devote themselves, so soon as necd be, to fresh efforts, 
The history of civilisation is but an incessant repetition of the question, 
“ What next and next?” suddenly answered by a discovery or a revolu- 
tion. The arts of the scribe and the illuminator are perfected to the 
highest degree; and lo! printing is invented. - Nothing more can be 
done to render chain and plate armour invulnerable ; and a German monk 
crumples up armour like Mr. Cobden’s sheet of paper with a pellet of 
lead and an ounce of gunpowder. Mail-coaches are pronounced faultless, 
and a screeching railway train sweeps them off the road, The Lords of 
the Admiralty rub their hands over swift-sailing frigates; and Fulton puts 
‘a furnace, a chimney, and some water on board a barge, and steam navi- 
gation laughs the swift-sailing frigates to scorn. A three decker, as big as 
‘parish church, “ eats her head off” in the harbour of Malta, or towers 
majestic in Hampton Roads; and a little tin-pot floating battery, a kind 
of Eelpie-house punt, covered with railway irons, cymes and knocks the 
tremendous three-decker to pieces, as easily as though it were a Dutch 
cheese. The things of which we brag loudest are in a moment super- 
weded, and rendered as worthless as an old wig. Where is miniature- 
painting since photography came in? How is the sealing-wax trade since 
the introduction of gummed envelopes? How grateful the geese must be 
fur the popularity of Gillott’s steel pens! What has become of the old 
semaphore on the top of the Admiralty, all arms and legs, like the ghost 
of an insane cockchafer? Next was the electric, and next after that the 
magnetic telegraph. Just three-and-thirty years have elapsed since the 
learned and eccentric Mr. Babbage, in his“ Economy of Manufactures,” 
hit upon a notable device for forwarding letters and parcels along wires, 
and utilising the church steeples for the conveyance of the royal mai 

but, in all his philosophy, the Organic sage never dreamt of Queen’s- 
heads, the penny post, and the Pneumatic Despatch Company (Limited). 
‘The date of Mr. Babbage's whimsical suggestion reminds us that in the 
same year, 1882, « reverend Doctor of Divinity, the incumbent of a Lon- 
don church, put his churchwardens into the Ecclesiastical Court for daring 
to erect fishtail burners on either side of his pulpit. We will not mention 





























his name, for the stanch old Tory may be yet alive. Had the late Sir 
George Cornewall Lewis only remembered Conservatism, he might have 
moderated his scepticism as to humarrlongevity. Gas inachurch! The 
Doctor of Divinity could not be expected to stand that, 30 he moved Sir 
Herbert Jenner Fust to put the wicked churchwardens down. We don’t 
know exactly the offence with which they were charged—whether it was 
made out to be simony, or hereby, or ‘‘ brawling ;” but it is on record that 
the Arches Court was occupied with the great gas question. What would 
the reverend prosecutor have thought had he been told that in the year 
1865 not only the whole of Europe, not only the whole of North America, 
but the town of Hong Kong, would be lighted by gas? Yes, carburetted 
hydrogen bas found its way tothe Middle Kingdom. The borders of the 

lowery Land are liable to be cut off at the main; the Celestial Empire 
is threatened with an irruption of meters and pipes, gasometers and fishtail 
burners, It is true that Hong Kong is a British colony; that there are 
policemen there who, a very short time since, were wearing pig-tails ; that 
the town has its club and its reading.rooms, its whist parties and its che 
iste shops, ite military messes and ite fancy balls. Stil, gas at Hong 
Kong for the moment staggers us, It is about the last place in the world 
where we should expect to find such a commodity. The innovation 
seems to menace the existence of Chinese lanterns and Chinese fireworks. 
Gas in Japan would not surprise us half as much ; for the Japanese have 
shown a surprising aptitude in availing themselves of the appliances of 
‘Western civilisation. They are making mathematical instruments, stereo- 
‘scopes, and camera obscuras. They are using hydraulic screws and 
Nasmyth steam-hammers. They are rifling cannon, drilling soldiers 
according to Hardee, and building iron-clads. Gas at Yokohama or 
Hakodadi would be quite a natural and comprehensible thing. Of course, 
someters, the pipes, the meters, and the burners would all be made 

of course the collector who called for the rate would wear two 
and of coure the consumer who was three quarters in arrear 
would be driven to commit the hari-kari, or “happy despatch,” to avoid 
the deep indignity of having his gas cut off. 

“ What next, and next?” Why, gas will cross from Hong Kong to 
the mainland, and in process of time light up the whole Celestial Empire 
until it reaches that deadest of dead walls, the Great Wall of China, along 
whose ramparts a regular row of gas lamps woul be at once elegant and 
















useful. The Chinese have been enterprising enough to emigrate in large 
numbers to California and Aust San Francisco and the Bendigo 
diggings are full of their broad-brimmed hats, their dried countenances, 





their temples, their opium-smoking houses, and their tea-gardens ; and 
English amateurs of Havana cigars would be surprised to learn how many 
choice Cabanas and Aaitagas are made by sallow Chinamen who, clad in 
European dress, and letting their hair grow, labour in the tobacco factories 
of Cuba. In the city of Havana is published an illustrated periodical, 
the blocks for which are engraved, and the copies of which are struck off 
by “ Asiaticos” or Chinese workmen, If they can so adapt themselves to 
the requirements of civilisation abroad, why should we not reciprocate the 
compliment they show us by endeavouring so far as we are able to civilise 
them? A Canton Gas Company (Limited) might not turn out the most 
unproStable of investments. The members of the Foreign Legations at 
Peking got up last year some very successful horse-races ; why should not 
gas follow in the wake of the Chinese Derby? ‘There is gas, to some 
extent at least, at Calcutta, at Bombay, and at Madras; there is now gas 
in Hong Kong, and we hope very soon to hear of the introduction of the 
brilliant element, not only in the capital of the empire, but at Shanghai 
and Canton, We collect the Chinese customs; we have drilled and 
commanded their “braves ;” why should we not light their streets ? 
‘A lantern at the end of a pole may be picturesque, so is a pigtail 
both are barbarisms. ‘The celestials might plead, perhaps, that all 
sation began with them, and that they possessed gas, together with print- 
ing. balloons, gunpowder, telegraphy, the Jacquard loom, the Armstrong 

un, photo-sculpture, animal magnetism, spirit-rapping, Postage: stamps, 

psom champagne, and decalcomanie at least six thousand years ago , but 
it is nevertheless certain that their civilisation, albeit ighly elaborate, is 
desperately rusty, and is in great danger of becoming roiten—if, indeed, 
it have not already attained an advanced stage of decomposition. China 
may shine, though it is with the phosphorescent glimmering of an ancient 
mackerel in the dark; but give China gas, and we may hear of her, 
“next and next,” shining with thrice her former brilliance.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Frs. 24, 

If we are to believe the Dagblad, we are on the eve of 
a Ministerial crisis. Not only, according to that authority, 
does there exist a warm difference between our Premier and 
the Minister of Marine about the settlement of the quarantine 
law, but the Opposition paper says that there is also discord 
between Messrs, Thorbecke and Franssen van de Putte. At 
the last Cabinet Council the Premier brought colonial politics 
into debate, and our contemporary tells us that ‘ Mr. 'Thorbecke 
was not at all at his ease about the future of our colonies.” I 
need not say that this assertion has provoked general laughter. 
I believe it to be a canard of the largest size. 

It is widely rumoured here that the Governor-General of the 
East Indies, Baron Sloet, will return home. It is believed 
that Mr. P. P. van Bosse would not decline to become his suc- 
cessor, Many other candidates are named of all shades— 
modern, liberal, and ultra-orthodox. In my next I hope to be 
able to tell you more about this rumour. 

Parliament will not meet before the 28th. It seems that a 
further delay was directed by the Premier, because he feared an 
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interpellation about the Canal-Maatschappy. 1; doubt, how- 
ever, that this question will ba settled on that day. The 
agitated state of public opinion in Amsterdam is not at all 
quieted, and it becomes daily more probable that it will be 
impossible for the managers of the company to make a 
beginning with the work beforethe 14th of March. Should 
this supposition be right, the company loses a municipal 
contribution from Amsterdam of 3,000,000 f. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. J. H. Van der Linden, as Government Director, 
has not tended to propitiate public favour. 

The report of the commission of the States-General on the 
Indian tariff was issued some days ago. Not less than forty- 
seven membors were present at the discussions in the sections. 
Several Conservatives opposed the Free-trade principles that 
are embodied in this Bill by the Minister of the Colonies. On 
the other han, the Radicals warmly protested against the 
export duty, and the high import duty, as well as the differ. 
ential tariff maintained. The Liberals alone are eutirely con- 
tented with the tenor of the Bill, which is sure to undergo 
@ searching discussion. 

The Haagsche Courant (which isin a dying state) asserts 
that the King is seriously ill. Nothing is known here as to 


the truth of that rumour.

HAMBURG.

Colonel von Siebold, who has spent many years in Japan, 
‘and is considered an authority on the affairs of that country, 
Aately addressed a letter to the editor of the Asgsburg Alige- 
seine Zeitung, published in that journal, asserting that all the 
treaties with European Governments are dejure invalid because 
they were concluded with the Tycoon, who is nothing more 
than military commander-in-chief ; whereas they ought to have 
deen negociated with the Mikado as the real Sovereign. He 
therefore proposes a general revision of those treaties on general 
principles, for which purpose he has drawo upa draft of his 
proposals, which, however, are too voluminous to give them in 
your columns—at all events at the present moment, when 
the late outrageous murder of two British officers requires sum- 
mary satisfaction and a guarantee for the future before any 
fresh arrangement can be thought of. This ignorance of the 
relative positions of the Mikado and the Tycoon, says Colonel 
von Siebold, is one of the many difficulties that were thrown in 
the way of foreign Powers when negotiating with the Japanese. 
‘The Tycoon has never laid claim to the title of “Majesty,” 
which has been so generally conceded to him in the translations 
of treaties into foreign languages, and which he has tacitly 
accepted through his own personal ignorance of those languages. 
In the Japanese text of the treaties of 1858, thesovereign title 
of “Majesty ” is nowhere to be found, but on the contrary the 
subordinate position of the Tycoon to the Mikado is plainly 
-expressed, for he is called Zei kok’ Tai-Nippon Taikun, which 
means literally “the Great Lord of the Zei, or Mikado of 
the Empire of Great Nippon.” This was translated in the 
treaty with the United States, “His Majesty the Tycoon of 
-Japan,” and the same expression is used in the other treaties 
subsequently concluded with European Powers. The Prussian 
Ambassador and Plenipotentiary entertained considerable doubts 
as to the sovereign power attributed to the Tycoon, but he was 
led to waive the point on its being represented to him that all 
the other States—England, Russia, France, America, and 
Holland—had concluded their treaties with the Tycoon, and 
that a revolution would infallibly ensue if all these treaties 
with foreign countries were suddenly declared invalid by the 
phantom of the Mikado, 

From St. Petersburg we learn that on the 27th ult. the 
-annual general meeting of the Imperial Geographical Society 
was held there, H.I.H. the Grand Duke Constantine 
Nicolayovitch (brother of the Emperor), President of the 
Society, in the chair. Among the numerously-attended 
meeting were the Governors-General of East Siberia and of West 
Siberia, 114 Ordinary Fellows, and a largo number of Cor- 
responding and Honorary Members and their friends, 
with a fair sprinkling of ladies. After the usual report 
-of the financial state of the society had been read— 
from which it appears the receipts of the ycar 
amounted to 19,000 silver roubles—the distribution fof 
the Society’s gold and silver medals took place. Among the 
recipients were Mr. F. B. Schmidt in recognition of his laborious 
services for four years as the head of the physical department 
of the Siberian expedition ; Lieutenant Schabounine, for his 
discoveries and maps of Siberia ; Captaiv Printz, of the staff, 
for his valuable memoire of his visit to Kho’bdo, in China (of 
which I sent you some accuunt in a recent letter); Count 
Steenbock, for his discoveries in the Ussuri district ; and Mr. 
Lopatin, for his surveys of the Southern part of the Fast coast 
of Siberia. Admiral von Lutke was re-elected Vice-President, 
and then the meeting broke up. 

The Prussian corvette Gazelle, after having undergone 
thorough repairs in one of the Imperial docks at Cherbourg, is 
ordered to remain at that port for the present, it being con- 
sidered advisable not to remove the crew, after having been so 
Jong accustomed to the warmer climate of the Eastern Seas, to 
the cold atmosphere of the Baltic till the spring, as the sudden 
change might be injurious to their health. On the return of 
the Gazelle to Kiel the Prussian steam corvette Vineta—a sister 
ship of the Gazelle—under the command, probably, of Captain 
Kuhn, will sail for the Far East, to remain for some years on 
that station for the protection of Prussian interests in China 


and Japan. 








Negotiations have been opened between the Governments of 
Prussia and Japan for an alteration of Paragraph 15 of the 
Commercial Treaty between the two countries, which stipulates 
that Prussian money shall be taken in payment everywhere in 
Japan, the value of the money to be based on its weight and 
computed at the same rate as Japanese coins of similar intrinsic 
or metallic value. The Japanese Government, having created @ 
course of Exchange for their own coinage founded on the value 
of American dollars, it has been found desirable to alter the 
above stipulation and introduce a separate tariff price in Japan 
for Prussian coinage circulating in that country. 

The Irkutzk Gazette reports that several severe shocks of earth- 
quake were felt at the end of the year in the neighbourhood of . 
Lake Baikal, but without doing much damage except at Nishni- 
lunsk, which appears to have been the centre point of the 
subterranean movement. The winter has been very severe 
everywhere in Siberia, At Jakutzk the thermometer ranged 
between 45 and 50 degrees of Reaumur, equal to from 69 to 
80 degrees below zero of the Fahrenheit scale, whilst ever since 
the beginning of November it had never been higher than 40 
deg. R. (58 deg. under O of F). The above-mentioned 50 deg. 
of Reaumur is probably the greatest maximum of cold possible 
on the face of our globe, as that is the estimated temperature 
of the unlimited space through whicn wo career in our orbit 
round the sun, 

COMMERCIAL, 

Corrge.—The frost has set in again with such severity as to put an end 
to all navigation for the present, the ice in the Elbe being more than two 
feet thick. It iscurious to see the outward bound shipping in the harbour 
taking in their cargoes, not from barges alongside as usual, but from loaded. 
sledges and four-horsed waggons on the ice. This stoppage of supplies 
from oversea countries has bad a favourable effect on the coffee market, 
and in conjunction with the high prices obtained at the late sales in Hol— 
land, produced atrifting rise for most sorts, whilst all descriptions were firm 
and looking up. © Sales since last English mail 35,000 bags. 

Svcan.—Raw in a very depressed condition, and fully one mark banco 
lower than a fortnight ago, whilst there is no desire to buy, even at the 
present low rates. On the other hand, Refined sells readily at previous 
values, and 25,000 loaves have been taken for consumption. 

Rice.—The dealings in cleaned grain continue with great activi 
every day at full prices, with a tendency to further improvement, thouge 
the only description in which there is an actual rise is Patna, which is 
8 Sch Beo higher; Rough in the husk neglected, and might be bought = 
shade easier. 

Sricgs.—Camia Lignea is rather lower, 3,800 chests havi 
changed bands at 9 SchBco. Cloves command an easy tale, and 
prices rule firm. Mace and Nutmegs calm. Pepper has a moderate 
sale, but without any fluctuations in the value. Singapore, 3§ 
to 34 SchBco; Sumatra, 8} to 38; do. cleaned, 3} to 3. 

‘Srecrgn.— After the departure of the last English mail a few thous 
sand centners were sold for Spring delivery at 13 marks bco and even a 
trifle higher ; but since then # reaction took place, and purchases might 
have been made at ‘124, though buyers were shy, and would not come 
forward. During the last few days, however, there is an evident im- 
peement in the tone of the market, and 2,000 centners have changed 

‘ands at 123, which has inspired both buyers and sellers with more con- 
fidence, and as the spring advances better prices will most likely be ob- 
tained. The present stock is 50,000 centners, against 34,000 at the cor- 
responding period of last year, and 112,000 in 1863.

FRANCE. 

An Imperial Factory is about to be created in China, where 
the principal seats will be at Shanghai and Nanking. | Great 
expectations are entertained from this measure, and it is hoped 
that French commerce in the Far East will gain a more rapid 
development from it. 

Five young Anamites have just arrived at Paris, where they 
are to receive a religious education and be prepared for Holy 
Orders at the Catholic Seminary of St. Sulpice. As soon as, 
they are ordained, they will return to Saigon, in orderto act as 
missionaries among their fellow-countrymen in Cochin China, 
In addition to the above-mentioned Anamites there are at 
Paris two inhabitants of Cambogia, who are also preparing for 
tho Church, with a view to become missiouaries in their own 
country. 

A plan is being concocted at Paris for transferring the rights 
of sovereignty over Cochin Chinn to an industrial and trading 
company, on condition of their paying all the expenses of the 
Civil and Military Government. This would bo something 
like the revival of our own former East India Company, and 
place the relations of France towards Cochin China on the 
same footing as were unce those of the mother country and the 
French East India Colonies under Dupleix, in the time of Louis 
Quatorze.

THE NEW COURT FOR CHINA. 

We learn that Sir Epmoxp Hornoy, Kt., is the functionary 
appointed by H.M.’s Government to the post of Supreme 
Judge of the Court to be established at Shanghai, and that he 
is to proceed to China some time in April, accompanied by an 
assistant-judge and other officials, so that by the beginning of 
the hot weather our litigious friends at the mouth of the 
‘Yang-tze will be able to show themselves in the precincts of a 
law court before a real judge. Sir E. Horwpy has occupied, 
for a length of time, a similar post at Constantinople to 
that which he is now to occupy at Shanghai, and hss, 
no doubt, been selected with reference to his familiarity with 
Oriental affairs. We (understand that the Court over which 
ho is to preside will relieve H.M’s Minister of his appellate 
jurisdiction, thus obviating those protracted delays in important 
cases which have been a frequent source of complaint, We 
think it probable also that the Court will be intended to make 
the Cireuit of the {ports, though we should imagine that, in 
practice, there will be considerable difficulties in the way of 
such an undertaking. The public may expect to be shortly in 
possession of H.M.’sOrder in Council, establishing the new 
Court, and it wll doubtless then be found that measures have 
been taken to amend that state of affairs through which crimi- 
nals within Cousular districts in China have been so frequently 
enabled to get off with insufficient penalties, The main busi- 
ness of Sir E. Hornsy and his assistants will, however, 
consist in the trial of those numerous civil suits which 
now engross the time of H.M.’s Consul at Shanghai, and we 
shall be greatly mistaken if the importation of so much legal 
talent does not give a strong impetus to litigation, much of 
which the prescut system of Consular law tends strongly to 
keep down. We have long consistently urged an amendment 
in the existing provisions for the despatch of legal business in 
the Consular Courts in China, but we confess to a suspicion that 
the highly organised system denoted by the appointment of a 
man of such standing as Sir Epmunp ,Hornby may not be 
quite an unmitigated benefit to the mercantile community. 
The rough-and-ready administration of justice by H.M.’s 
Consuls had doubtless its imperfections, but these arose rather 
from the restricted nature of their powers than from a defect in 
the system itself. A Consul sitting with mercantile assessors, 
to administer (as the Consular instructions have it) the law of 
England with respect to its apirit rather than its letter, formed 
a Court of Equity in which substantial justice was usually to 
be obtained, without inordinate expense, and without those 
quibbling discussions and interminable references to precedent 
which scem inseparable from the thorough-bred lawyer. It was 
in fact a Court of Common Sense, rather than of mere 
Common Law ; and if certain sharp attorneys complained now 
and then of its disregard of forms and ignorance of the statutes 
of Epwarp II. or Henry VIIL, we think the public at large 
was probably no loser. 

We shall be mistaken now, however, if a reign of Coke 
upon Lyttelton and the statutes at large is not imported 
into the decision of mercantile plaints in China, aud a 
lively flight of legal practitioners from the Australian 
Colonies to Shanghai may be expected to take place before 
many mouths are over. If, however, the business of Sir EB, 








Hornsy’s Court is to be confined by the Order in Council to 
litigation between Europeans, the litigants will at least be no 
worse off than they would be at home; but we should be 
strongly inclined to deprecate the exercise of jurisdiction in 
those “ mixed cases”—i.., between Chinese and British subjects, 
which necessarily form a large portion of the legal business in 
China, As we understand the system at present pursued, these 
mixed cases are tried by the Consul rather as Arbitrator than as 
Judge, a bond being entered into by the alien litigant, who 
binds himself to abide by.the decision of the Court; and, im 
practice, we believe, @ large proportion of the cases in which 
Chinese merchants are the defendants are arranged amicably 
with the advice and assistance of the Consul without ever 
entering Court at all. It is plain, however, that to render suck: 
@ course possible the adjudicating functionary must be a persor 
intimately acquainted with the Chinese language and modes of 
business, and must futhermore be free from all technical pre- 
judice—in fact, such an official as Sir Harry Parkes, at 
Shanghai, or Mr. D. B, Rosertsoy, at Canton, It is 
only natural, on the contrary, that lawyers should sea 
no salvation out of the pale of the Jaw, and that of the most 
rigid description ; and it is not by any means likely that @ 
“Supreme Judge ” like Sir E. Horvsy will interest himself in 
promoting arrangements a’ aimable, or “out of Court.” We 
may therefore look for difficulties in the matter of mixed liti- 
gation ; for if the horror with which Chinese defendants regard’ 
the Supreme Court of Hong Kong is likely to become felt with 
respect to its new rival at Shanghai, they will naturally fal¥ 
back upon the right they will enjoy at the latter place, a¢ 
Chinese subjects, of declining to submit to a foreign tribunal >. 
and British suitors will have the pleasure of seeing their cases 
against native defendants conducted in the “ Taou-tae’s Court,” 
whatever that mythical tribunal may be. Many other consider~ 
ations suggest themselves to us in this connection, but we- 
shall reserve them for discussion in a future article. 





OPENING OF NANKING. 
Ir our information be correct, mercantile enterprise has again. 


outstripped in China official routine. Ageuts of leading 
English houses bave visited Nanking to secure building sites 
in advance of the establishment of a foreign settlement, the 
“most favoured nation clause” giving us the full advantage of. 
the Gth article of the French treaty. The success of these 
speculations will of course depend greatly on the amount of 
judgment and foresight that may have been exercised ; but it 
is understood that there was a very general agreement as to 
the most desirable site for foreign residents among those con- 
cerned in the purchase. It is to be hoped that no further. 
time will be lost by the Forcign-office in setting up in this pro- 
vincial capital a Consular establishment, although it is far from- 
likely that Nanking will be repeopled and rebuilt with any of 
that magical rapidity which has marked the recovery of several. 
other destroyed Chinese cities, seeing that the whole surround- 
ing district has been completely devastated. Many connected. 
with the China trade will incline to regard the port of Chin- 
keang as more advantageous for conducting their dealings, as. 
the natural converging point of the produce brought down the 
Grand Canal from the neighbouring districts; but the conces- 
sion of the grant of a forcign scttlement at Nanking is, in a 
political view, of great importance, whilst its commercial value 
must increase with time. Here at least is a basis from which. 
British trading posts may ultimately be extended into the in- 
terior,—a cherished scheme with the more enterprising of” 
foreign residents, and which could hardly fail to result in an. 
increased consumption of our manufactures. This is, or ought. 
to be, the great desideratum with us. ‘The produce of China. 
is sure to be brought to the places in which we are located, 
but the pushing of our own goods requires the personal atten- 
tion and vigour of our countrymen. The balance of trada 
against us, amounting to so many millions, should be reduced, 
or our late treaty is not worth the value we put upon it, and. 
we might as well be confined to Canton, Foochow, and Shanghai. 
Our merchants lead up to sellers instead of to buyers, which 
is not playing our own game nor the secret of success. 


OPENING UP OF BRITISH TRADE WITH THE 
KOREA, 

Iris time that the attention of merchants trading with the 
Far East should be directed to the peninsula of the Korea. 
‘The inquiries that have recently sprung up as to the possibility 
of our establishing commercial intercourse with the Korea will 
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prove, we may hope, forerunners of an active foreign trade with 
that peninsula. Reduction of profits by competition, or the 
hope of higher gains, perpetually impels commerce to seek out 
new channels. Here then, to the north-west of Japan, to 
which the Korcan islands serve as so many stepping-stone, a 
country larger than Great Britain, and peopled by an industrious 
agricultural population, offers itself to our enterprise, a country 
having mines of iron, lead, coal, and sulphur, sedulously worked, 
and with manufactures in metals, silk, cotton, and paper. Yet 
with all the materials of a productive commerce, the Korean trade 
with Japan has never risen above barter, the Japanese being sub- 
jected in this peninsula to much the samo restrictions as those 
they placed on the Dutch at Decima, whilst it is only within a 
comparatively few years that Korea has been visited by Chinese 
junks, trade with China having been confined to a fair held on 
the borders of Mantchuria, and a table of wares set out in a 
Peking bazaar by the Korean bearer of the annual tribute. All 
Enropean connection with Korea has been confined to the wreck 
of a Dutch vessel on the coast, and the occasional stoppage of 
vessels on their way to the Sea of Tartary, at the most southern 
of the Korean islands. The mines and manufactures of Korea 
manifestly provide the elements of a lucrative business in ex- 
change; and should that country possess, as appears probable, 
copper in abundance, we have, to begin with, a valuable article 
on which to base the export trade. The manufactures that 
would suit the Koreans arethick and heavy woollens, similar to 
those produced in Russia and Poland, invaluable in northern 
Asiatic trade, but which our manufacturers refuse to imitate, 
stout white cotton goods, and, generally, the articles exported 
to Japan. The Koreans barter with the latter country, eword- 
blades, javelins, harpoons, bar-iron, lead, ginseng root, canvas, 
and a peculiar kind of paper, for copper, silk, and cotton 
twist, foreign piece goods, sugar, timber, various condi- 
ments and lacquered ware. To China, Korea sends ginseng 
root and most of her manufactures, receiving in return, tea, 
silk, foreign goods, porcelain, and various other articles, The 
late stimulus to the trade of the Korea with her two rich neigh- 
Bours may be traced to the Korean demand for foreign goods 
which English and Russian importations have excited. The 
China trade has even allowed of Europeans making ventures 
on their own account. The Koreans have plainly enough 
Tefinement to experience keenly all the wants common 
to civilisation, after having had a foretaste of the mode 
in) which luxuries and necessities may be supplied, 
and have already ceased to act the part of a recluse. The 
Japanese, who have had a factory in the Korea for 250 years, 
are not the people to push trade with it ; Korean traditions go 
against them, and they have never surrendered their claims to 
the ownership of a peninsular they have twice conquered, ° 

‘The"question as to how our commercial relations may best 
be opened with tho Korea, involves {slightly the question of 
sovereignty. As between the claims of China and Japan to 
the fealty of the Korean Sovereign, those of China clearly pre- 
dominate, for whilst the Emperor of Cana exacts a yearly 
tribute and sends envoys to crown each new Sovereign, 
all that the Tycoon has to show is a present on 
these rare occasions—a token falling short of the accustomed 
Asiatic symbols of submission. Besides having been 
the field where China and Japan have fought out their 
quarrels, the Korea has afforded fine scope for Chinese and 
Japanese diplomacy, Japan especially having constantly inter- 
fered in the affairs of the several States. China has merged 
the claims of conquest in those of adoption, leaving the Korean 
Sovereign practically independent, the functions of this 
monarch for all purposes of foreign negotiation are intact. 
The Japanese, indeed, renewed their own trading relations 
with the Korea through the mediation of a Chinese Emperor, 
but it will be time for us to go to Peking for commercial privi- 
leges when we have failed in a direct embassy to Kinkiato. 
In any event, the Chinese Emperor, already disposed to grant 
us inland trading posts in China, could not fail to regard a 
foreign settlement on the Korean coast as an additional bul- 
wark against the aggressions of Russia, 

A favourable position for a foreign settlement might be 
found in “ Deer Island,” commanding one of the two entrances 
toa noble harbour at the southern extremity of the peninsula, 
known as Tsau-liang-hai, and backed by a thickly-peopled dis- 
trict. The island is from five to six miles in circumference, 
with good building ground, plentiful supply of water, and a 
healthy climate, and but twenty miles distant from Tsusima, 
A thorough exploration of channels would render the navigation 





less intricate. In addition to securing “ Deer Island” for a 
settlement, negotiations should be directed to the establishment 
of trading stations and the opening of ports on the western 
coast, where a good Larbour may be found within easy distance 
of the capital, and above all to the cession of the magnificent 
group of islands discovered by Her Masesty’s steamer Acteon. 
in 1859, commanding the entrance to the sea of Tartary and 
Japan. Their magnificent cound, in which the navies of the 
world might ride, and their almost equal distance from the 
Gulf of Pecheli, Yedo, and Russian Mantchuria, invite to the 
creation at this point of a British naval station. So highly did 
Russia appreciate their position, that two yeara from the dis- 
covery the Russians were found erecting a block-house, and 
would have succeeded in effecting a lodgment but for the pro- 
tests of the European representatives in Japan. Let us delay 
the acquisition, and Russia will certainly renew the attempt, 
and next time more successfully, A British settlement on the 
south of the peninsula and our occupation of these islands 
would check, more than anything else, Russian encroach- 
ments in the Eastern Seas. Russian designs on the Korea 
are no secret. A power that has acquired an out- 
lying province of China without war, has the means of becom- 
ing mistress of the Korea. For fifteen years she has held the 
southern portion of the island of Saghalien, with its rich coal- 
fields ; why not the anthracite deposits of the Korea? Only a 
narrow strait separatea Saghalien from Yesso, and at Broughton 
Bay, on the Mantchurean coast, Russia reaches the northern 
limits of the Korean peninsular. Japan lies between this as 
ina vice. It is a necessity of her position, too, to advance 
quickly, for to delay is to see new barriers raised up against 
her. It is not the counter trade of Russia we have to fear, but 
her sterile Asiatie polity, which aims to circumvent our com- 
mercial supremacy. In addition to mines, which have their 
special attractions in Muscovite eyes, Russia would obtain in 
Korea what she obtained from Finland, hardy seamen to man 
the Imperial fleet. 

There are, then, political as well as commercial reasons for 
prompt action on the part of our Government to open relations 
with this extremity of the Asiatic continent. Our diplomacy 
to this end must not be of too refined an order. We shalf 
gain nothing by such homage as that which marked our earlier 
approaches to the Chinese and Japanese Courts. We must 
dictate our terms rather than receive them, after the manner 
in which Lord Exe finally concluded our Treaty with Japan. 
The Koreans, with all their imperturbability of countenance and 
air of independence, exhibit more real barbarism under the show 
of refinement than any other Asiatics—in fact, show all the signs 
of a people fitted to wear the badges of desputism, exhibiting 
before superior power cringing fear and servile submission. 
‘The arts and sciences they possess result from the transmission 
of their from China to Japan, represented in allegory by the 
departure of the three thousand from “ the land of the rising. 
sun”* to seek for a Mongol Emperor in the Japanese isles, 
the plant of immortality. 

Sir Joun Bownrna, the British Plenipotentiary in China 
ten years ago, was actually accredited to the Korea, and with a 
view to ascertaining the desirableness of visiting the country 
and of endeavouring to open the trade, entered into corre 
spondence with some Catholic missionaries and a Korean con- 
vert. When the Koreans treat Chinese Ambassadors more 
like prisoners than guests, it is improbable that they would 
give to utter strangers opportunities for learning tho extent of 
their resources. The prospect was not judged by his Excellency, 
at the time, as sufficiently encouraging ; the changed position, 
however, of matters in Japan now fully justifies some action to 
this end on the part of Her Masesty’s Government.

THE STRAITS TRANSFER, 

In our last notice of this subject it was stated that a difficulty 
existed in regard to the revenue, and areply was expected from 
Singapore and from Sir Hercules Robinson on the subject. 
These obstacles have now been satisfactorily cleared up, and 
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Bill will be introduced in the present Session of Parliament to 
effect the transfer from the Indian Government to the Colonial 
Office. ‘The revenue of Singapore is found sufficient not only 
to cover every reasonable civil aud military charge, but even 
to leave a considerable surplus. Such being the case, the Straits 
Colony will be the only one out of six-and-forty colonies which, 
while it adds fifteen millions sterling 8 year to the trade of the 
nation, will cost it absolutely nothing. 











THE HON. SIR FREDERICK BRUCE, K.C.B. 


As we intimated in January, Sir Frederick Bruce will not 
return to Peking, and the post now held by Mr. T. F. Wade 
remains to be filled. We believe that no settlement will be 
made until Sir Rutherford Alcock, who has arrived by the 
present mail, has been consulted. Sir Frederick has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Lord Lyons, who resigns on account of ill- 
health, as Minister at Washington. . 





THE STEAM SERVICE FOR JAVA. 


In our istue of the 10th November last we noticed the progress of the 
Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company (Limited). We have now 
to announce the launch of the first steamer built for their service from the 
yard of Messrs. Randolph, Elder, and Co., on Clyde. The name of 
this vesselis the Kening William III, after the King of Holland ; she is 
225 feet long, 51 fect beam, and 22 feet depth, and her draught of water 
when loaded will be 12 feet. She is built, as we before intimated, 
on the “composite” principle. We understand that the number of vessels 
required to start with is nine, varying from 1,000 tons and 200-horse power 
to 500 tons and 100-horse power, with large proportionate freight and 
passenger-carrying capabilities, and embracing every adaptation to the 
traffic in a tropical climate that experience could suggest, including a spar 
or upper deck, with open top sides, and extra arrangements for shade and 
ventilation. ‘The construction of the four largest of these steam ships has 
been entrusted to the above-named firm, who are fitting them with 
horizontal geared engines, combining their peculiar arrangements for the 
economy of fuel—a desideratum obviously of the greatest importance in a 
part of the world where coals are very costly. 














CHINESE PAPER CURRENCY, 


(To the Eprror.) 


Daan Sra,—I have just come across the enclosed writing from an old 

work which you may think interesting. Your obedient servant,

“ Schlétzer, of Gottingen, in his ‘ Kritisch-historische Nebenstunden,’ 
has published a dissertation to show that the invention of paper money was 
anterior to the establishment of the earliest bank of circulation in Europe, 
that of St. George at Genoa, founded in 1407, and was to be attributed to 
the Mongol conquerors of China in the thirteenth century. Klaproth, 
however, having entered somewhat more deeply into the inquiry, has shown 
that as early as 3.c. 119 the Chinese Government, in the reign of the Em- 

r Ou-ti, of the great dynasty of Han, had adopted the experiment of 
forcing the circulation of an artificial money termed phi pi, or values in 
hide, made from the skins of white deer, bred exclusively in the park of 
the emperor. The method of forcing them into circulation was very simple : 
they were made indispensable as passports into the presence of ‘ the son of 
heaven,’ for so the emperor was termed, and the great nobles and even the 
members of the imperial family were obliged to purchase these ‘ cards of 
admission’ from the master of the imperial household for a sum amounting 
to about 300 francs, or 12 pounds sterling apiece. These tickets appear 
to have passed current at this value amongst the chief nobility, but do not 
seem to have ever come into general circulation, But from the commence- 
ment of the seventh century down to the termination of the dynasty of Soui, 
the Chinese finances were so disordered that, as the historian writes, all 
kinds of substances, even bits of cloth and of cardboard, were circulated as 
money. At the commencement of the ninth century, in the reign of the 
Emperor Hian-tsoung, of the dynasty of Thang, metal money had become 
80 scarce, that copper was forbidden to be employed for domestic utensils, 
and the Government issued an edict that all metal should be brought in to 
the imperial treasury, whilst it issued in exchange an artificial money termed 
fey-thsian, or flying-money. ‘Thai-teu, the founder of the dynasty of Sung, 
about 960 B.c. issued a similar money termed pian-tsian, or convenient- 
money. We have five subsequent issues of variously moditied fictitious 
money circulated by state authority between this period and the establish- 
ment of the earliest Mongo! dynasty consequent on the invasion of Jengiz 
Khan, that of Youan, in 1279, and there can be no doubt that at the end 
of the tenth century or the begining of the eleventh, paper money in the 
strict sense of the word, made from the bark of trees, was current in China 
in lieu of the ancient metal money, which had bzen found to be incon- 
venient. There isa curious fact connected with the history of these issues 
of spurious money. Copper or bronze constitutes in the present day the 
money of the Chinese; in fact, the word cash, which seems to have been 
Borrowed from this quarter of the globe, signifies the amall brass currency 
which alone passes by tale counting, for silver when used as an article of 
exchange amongst the Chinese is always tested by the scales and the touch. 
atone : but the plenty or scarcity of the copper coinage has been affected 
in China at different intervals by a cause which is perhaps as singular in 
* producing this effect, as any of the peculiarities of this eccentric people, 
viz., religious toleration or persecution. Thus, according as the 
religion of Fo, that is, Buddhism, has been favoured or perse- 
cuted, a paper currency has superseded a metallic one, or the 
reverse. ‘The occasional exhibition of state favour to Buddhism entailed, 
‘as an indirect consequence, the fabrication of a great number of little 
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images in bronse of Fo and other objects of wonhip, for which purpose 
the coin was melted down; the persecution of his votaries, on the other 
hand, caused the images to disappear and the metal to be restored to the 
purposes of circulation ; and it seems not improbable that some of the 
Occasions when a large issue of paper money took place, coincide with the 
ascendaney of princes favourable to the Buddhist innovations on the older 
and established system of Confucius. The Emperors of the native dy- 
nasty of Ming, who succeeded to the throne on the expulsion of the 
Mongols in 1368, did not fail to avail themselves of precedents which 
naturally recommended themselves to an em! government. They 
consequently issued in 1875 notes (assignats) of six different denomina- 
tions, varying from 1,000 to 100 pence in value. Those of a thousand 
pence were declared worth on ounce of silver, and a government probibi- 
tion was put forth at the same time against the use of gold or silver for 
purposes of traffic. These notes however suffered an immediate depre- 
ciation in the ratio of thirteen to twenty-seven when compared with cop- 
per, and they contiqued to fall in current value most probably in conse- 
quence of an immoderate issue, since in 1448. note of the nominal valae 
of 1,000 pence would exchange for not more than threepence in specie. 
The government now attempted to restore the credit of heir paper by 
prohibiting the use of copper or any. other circulating medium but 
government notes, and ultimately issued an ordinance that the dues at the 
markets of the two great capitals of the empire should be paid in govern- 
ment paper. But these measures appear to have been unsuc essful, as 
may be readily imagined, and this last species of artificial money seems to 
have at last disappeared from circulation, as history makes no further 
mention of it after the year 1455 of our era. It was termed tchhao or 
want of metal; the same Chinese character when pronounced with a slight 
variation as tchhaé, signifies to take by force, or to rob another of his 
goods. The present masters of China,the Manchu Tartars, who subdued 
the Ming in 1652,are represented by Klaproth to have been too barbarous 
to understand the financial system of their predecessors, at least they have 
never attempted to issue any description of paper money. 














FRENCH VIEWS RESPECTING JAPAN. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

The publication of the Livre Jaune, or collection of State papers re- 
lative to Foreign Affairs, by the French Government, has naturally called 
forth some discussion on the position of the Western Powers with respect 
to Japan. Of course, people are not unanimous on this, any more than 

other subject, but the following will give a fair idea of the 
‘en by the Imperial party in France. The conduct of the Japanese 
in executing the two Samourai, who were believed to have had 
a hand in the assassination of the two English officers, is accepted as @ 
proof of the good intentions of the Tycoon, and private letters are said to 
prove the energetic loyalty exhibited by the Japanese Government in the 
measures taken to discover and punish the assassins and as evidence of the 
good will which the vigorous measures taken by the Western Powers have 
inspired in the mind of the temporal sovereign of Japan. _ It is remarked 
that although during the last ten years, although eleven Europeans have 
been assassinated, this is the first time that the head of a Samou ai, the 
class to which most of these brigands are believed to belong, has fallen 
by public execution before the eyes of the people, who might have been 
deceived heretofore asto the disposition of the Government by the im- 
punity which seemed to surround the assassins of Europeans. The im- 

ression of this rigorous measure upon the Japanese, we are assured, 
Fas been roost salutary, and cannot fail to have the best results as 
regards the Europeans; nor will the Tycoon relax his endeavours 
to have the principal culprits brought to justice for the confession 
of the two Samourai is said to have revealed the existence of a kind 
of secret political association, which would not have stopped short 
of any crime to carry its ends. Another inference drawn from the 
avowals of the two men who were executed, is said to be that they were 
accomplices in, if not the actual perpetrators of, the murder of Lieutenant 
Camus. Other letters speak of an edict expected to be published shortly, 
by which the local authorities and even the people themselves will be held 
responsible for the presence of suspected individuals within the limits of 
the territory accorded to Europeans around Yokohama; and in other 
places where they areestablished. Mention is also made of the formation 
‘of new roads, of the creation of a race-course, which will also serve for 
military exercise and manceuvres, of the draining of a marsh in the rear 
of Yokohama, and the concession of sites for the erection of a smali-pox 
hospital and consular buildings. The Japanese authorities arc suid to 
have exhibited much promptitude and good will in the granting and car- 
rying out of these concessions ; and, it is added, the happy unity of idea 
and efforts which has never ceased to exist between the representatives of 
France and England has contributed in no small degree to this satisfactory 
result, The community of interests which unites the two nations in the 
‘extreme East is declared to be most happily represented by the cordiality 
and personal intercourse established between M. Léon Roches amd Sir 
Rutherford Aleock, and the moral and material suppott which the 
agents of the two Powers supply reciprocally are considered to have 
greatly aided in improving their common situation with respect to the 
Japanese Government, Special reference is made to the murder of a 
French sailor in the worst quarter of Yokohama. It seems that some men 
belonging to the French ships being drunk got into a quarrel with some 
of the lowest of the Japanese, and that one of the former was killed ; 
the Gorodjo immediately acceded to the demands for satisfaction made by 
the French minister, the chief of the police was discharged from his 
post for not having interfered in time to prevent the unfortunate result of 
the melee, and fifty of his subordinates were arrested and afterwards sus- 
pended from employment; and lastly, two Japanese who were armed with 
boat-hooks during the row were tried and condemned to the galleys for 
life. From these various circumstances it is inferred that the rapidity and 
vigour with which the Japanese authorities have acted have inspired the 
population with respect for the life of Europeans, and that our intercourse 
mill in future be far more easy and agreeable—to which we have only to 
say, in the words of the Queen of England when she gives ber royal

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THE FRENCH IN COCHIN CHINA. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

It is announced that the Messageries Imperiales is engaged in the for. 
mation of a great maritime establishment on the left bank of the Dor 
M. Domerque, a retired Lioutenant-Colonel of Engineers, and principal 
agent of the company, is entrusted with the direction of the work. Build- 
ings have already been raised to the extent of more than three hundred 
yards; these include a house for the principal agent, warehouses and 
offices, forges, machine shops, and coal and wood stores. The directors 
of the works are European, the artizans Chinese, and th 
ite, Some of the omamental work in carving and pi 
confided to the Chinese entirely, and the French admit that the former 
exhibit not only great aptitude but excellent taste in such matters. The 
whole undertaking will be completed in a few months, and, in the words of 
a French journalist :—* The establishment will be one of the finest, the 























most complet id the most advantageously situated that could by any 
porsibility be imagined.”

China, in which the history of that country, or rather of the lower pro-

willed it, but was simply forced upon her by the bad faith and insulting 
conduct of the Annamite Government. If there be any force in the 
well-known French adage, “ Qui s'exuse s'accuse,” the account of the 
origin of the colony in question would have far better been left untold. The 
matter is too recent for history, and too stale for news ; yet nearly one 














quarter of the paper in question is devoted to the narrative, aud the 
subject is to be continued. .

THE PORT OF SHANGHAI. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

‘Sin,—Your remarks in the Telegraph of the 20th inst. having reference 
to the above great emporium of trade, are most just and wise. The port 
of Shanghai has so enormously increased of late years that it has now be- 
come positively imperative to devise some scheme by which the shipping 
interests may have better facilities for the discharging and loading of cargo, 
together with more security at their anchorage. Shipping to nearly a 
million of tons enter inwards, and nearly the same amount outwards 
annually, and this not taking into account the native craft, which is also 
exceedingly large, probably amounting to two-thirds of the above, in the 
same period. It is no matter of surprise to those acquainted with the port 
and river of Shanghai, that this enormous amount of tonnage must feartully 
overburden the river facilities, and as a consequence be the immediate 
cause of the great number of scrious accidents which continually occur to 
the shipping, both foreign and native. The anchorage ground, too, is 
constantly becoming more contracted and unsafe, by reason of encroach- 
ments and diversion of the river currents, &c, Now, I say advisedly, that 
there is no method of meeting the difficulty under which Shanghai labours 
with regard to its shipping, other than that of extending the limits of the 
port to Woosung, and that this is not an already accomplished fact is a 
matter of extreme surprise, and the more particularly since the opening of 
Japan and the Yang-tsze river to foreign trade. Woosung is the natural 
outlying port of Shanghai, and is splendidly adapted as an entrepot for all 
warehousing and trans-shipping purposes. With the extension of the port 
of Woosung, must follow (or indeed might advantageously precede) the 
connecting link with Shanyhai—the rail and telegraph. And, en passant, 
I will just here remark that I know of no undertaking that could be car- 
ried out with less expense than a railway between Shanghai and Woosung ; 
the country is a dead level, and there are no engineering difficulties what- 
ever in the way, and the distance by land is short, being only nine miles. 
‘That a railway would pay handsomely between the above places cannot 
for a moment be doubted, and, indeed, a great future is in store for under- 
takings of this nature in this quarter; Shanghai, with all its wonderful a 
vancement, being yet only comparatively in its infancy. In addition to the 
goods traffic, which would shortly be enormous, passengers in transitu would 
materially add to the profits of the company. And it might be expected 
that, with the facilities of communication which a railway would give, many 
‘of the Shanghaity would make Woosung a place of residence, at least 
during the hot months, there being no doubt of ‘its superior healthfulness 
cover the former place ; in fact it is a wonder that a sanitarium has never 
been established at the entrance of the river, beyond Woosung ; the sea 
breezes there being almost always tresh and invigorating, consequently 
health-restoring. j 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I will only further say that it is utterly im- 
possible the extension of the of the port of Shanghai can be longer 
delayed with safety, consequently the sooner this measure of relief be car- 
ried out the better it will be for all interested in trade with that port.

Mr. Cameron is an adherent of the Tumongong, and insists 
that the Sultan sold his birthright of the’ sovereignty (page 137), “ but 
strange to say retained, as he still does, the title of Sultan ;” a proof, at 
any rate, that he had not resigned it. He then continues, “It has been & 
badly managed piece of business, and has given rise to great dissatisfaction 
among the Rajahs of the Peninsula, who refuse to acknowledge the Tus 
mongong, because, in point of hereditary rank, he is beneath many of

the British Government. Had the Sultan been equally turbulent, he 
would not have been neglected. But what has been the consequence of 
this “immoral policy ?”” The whole of the chiefs of states composing the 
whole empire of Johore are against us, or against the man we patronise ; 
and instead of a valuable trade existing from Tringanu to Malacca, nothing 
is to be found beyond the monopoly of timber for the benefit of the Johore 
‘Saw Mill Company, of which the Tumongong is a large shareholder, and 

the gambier and pepper trade in the immediate vicinity of Singapore, the 
monopoly of which by the ruler of the country was only lately defeated by 
the vigilance of the Chamber of Commerce. The Government authori- 
ties privately condemn the policy which publicly they are obliged to up- 
hold. The chiefs, united under the Sultan, ‘would be more easily influenced 
by the British, than they can be divided as they now are; and whereas in 
the one case they would have a general interest to promote trade and 9} 

up the resources of their countries, they are now distrustful of each other, 
and afraid to stimulate the industry of their subjects for fear their wealth 

should cause the others to attack them. Besides, who would think of en- 

deavouring to develop the riches of such at present disorganised countries ? 

Can life or property be safe under such @ system? Are the English ree 
spected and looked up to as they should be? The result of the Pahang 
war and the bombardment of Tringanu show the contrary. If, therefore, 
the riches of the south end of the Peninsula are to be developed we must 
inaugurate a more sound and moral policy ; we must recognise the legit 
mate power acknowledged by the Malays—even by the Tumongong him- 
self; we must bind the chiefs together by self-interest, and teach them the 
principles of good government, assisting them, if necessary, by advice, and 
affording them the benefit of the administrative talent of an able Resident, 
as at Mysore; then we may expect to see a rich and fertile country pour 
its varied products into our lap, and a flourishing commerce succeed the 
forty-five years of neglect which have unfortunately marked our presence 
in those parts.— Yours, truly,

The inquiry into the circumstances of the loss of the Bombay by fire 
has terminated after five days’ duration. Captain Colin A. Campbell in 
defence referred to the destruction of H.M.S. Queen Charlotte and Ajax 
in a somewhat similar manner, and concluded by observing that he felt 
sure that the Court would perceive from the evidence that both his officers 
and himself were 10 be exonerated from all blame. ‘The Court (after one 
hour's consultation) decided that in every way Captain Campbell had fal- 
filled his duty, and passed the highest eulogiums on the discipline pre- 
served in such trying circumstances. The President then returned Capt. 
Campbell and Commander Wilson their swords, and the proceedings ter- 
minated. 

The following promotions, dated from the 10 inst., will take place in 
consequence of the death on the 9th inst. of Admiral Sir Henry Byam 
Martin, K.C.B. :—Vice Admiral Sir James Scott, K.C.B.,to be Admiral 
on the active list; Vice Admiral the Right Hon. Henry John Chetwynd, 
Earl of Shrewsbury and Talbot, C.B., to be Admiral on the reserved list 5 
Rect Admiral Sir Baldwin Wake Walker, Bart., K.C.B., to be Vice 
Admiral on the active list; Rew Admiral Edward Stanley, to be Vice 
Admiral on the reserved list; Captain Douglas Curry, 1846, Captain 
Superintendent of the Plymouth (Royal William) Vicwalling Yard, and 
of the Royal Hospital at Plymouth, to be Rear Admiral on the active 
list, 
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‘The 17-gun sloop Mutine bas returned to Woolwich, after a trial at the 
measured mil ordered to be prepared for immediate commission. 
Her destination is stated to be to relieve the Harrier on the Australian 
station. The Mutine has been repaired in every compaitment, and has 
been fitted with a topgallant forecastle as a shelter for the crew. ‘The same 
principle, it is stated, is intended to be carried out by Mr. Reed, the Chief 
‘Constructor, in all ships of that class belonging to Her Majesty's navy. 

‘The Navy Estimates for the year 1865-66 have been issued. The net 
decrease, as compared with last year, is £316,427, the total amount required 
being £10,392.224, against £10,708,651. It should be stated, however, 
‘that the sum thus voted last year includes the votes in the supplementary 
estimate for increasing the fall pay and for the extension of naval retire 
ment of officers of the navy, amounting to £61,041, and the supple- 
mentary estimate for purchase and completion by contrat of the El 
‘Touseon and El Monassir, iron-clad ships, amounting to £220,000. The 
items of decrease are as follows :—Coastguard service, &c., £16,323 ; 
scientific braneh, £1,294; Her Majesty’s establishments at home, £159; 
ditto abroad, 834 ; wages to artificers in home establishments, £116,509; 
section one in naval stores, Storekeepers-General of the Navy, 

z 3 section two, Comptroller of the Navy, £317512 ; 
and half-pay, &c., to officers of the Navy and Royal Marines, 
£5,870. On the other hand, the wag2s to seamen and marines are 
increaced by £15,093; victuals and clothing for ditto, £21,575; 
Admiralty-office, £7,352; artificers abroad, £3,330; new works, &c., 

687; m: ines and medical stores, £450; miscellaneous services, 
£1,605 ; military pensions and allowances, £17,010; civil pensions and 
allowances, £14,050. The estimated amount for the coming year of extra 
receipts and repayments to be paid to the Exchequer is £239,319, which 
reduces the net amount of the navy estimates to £10,152,905, against the 
net amount last year of £10,507,792. With regard to numbers, the num- 
ber of officers, pe'ty officers, and seamen to be voted forthe coining year 
is 38,000, against 38,500 last year. There are also 7.000 boys, and 7,000 
men in the coastguard service, against 7,500 last year, making the total 
52,000 against 53,000. The marines are in all 17,000, namely, 8,000 for 
service afloat, and 9,000 for service on shore, being 1,000 less than in 
1864.5. The civilians for ‘the coastguard service are 750 against 950, 
Tearing the total force in the fleet and coastguard service 69,750, against 
71,950 last year. 

According to a letter received at Southampton from on officer on board 
HLM. 8. Liffey, dated Gibraltar, Feb. 15, that vessel must be in a vei 
bad state, and wholly unfit for the West Indies whither she is ordered. 
He says—“ I have not slept in a dry bed the whole of this month, as there 
is a constant drip through the main deck andsideson my bed and all over 
the cabin. Half our tanks have broken through the working of the ship. 
They cannot be replaced here, so we take them with us, and shall have to 
distil the whole way across, Another heavy gale and we expect them all 
to go, as they have been upwards of six years in the ship, and are as thin 
aswafers, In fact, we oughtto go to England. A survey of the ship 
there would condemn her. Several beams have started, bolts in knees 
drawn, as well as the copper bolts in the side, The decks are too thin 
for the guns; and, to sum up, by the carpenter's report it would take 
three months to patch the ship up in one of our dockyards at home. She 
requires a new stock, lock, and barrel, as the soldiers would say. We 
might weather out six months longer on this station, but are unfit for the 
‘West Indies.” 

‘We understand that the Admiralty are about to remove all distinctions 
between the officers for general service and those on whom hitherio has 
expecially devolved the navigation Her Majesty's ships. With this view they 
will abolish the ranks of staff commander, master, second master, master’s 
assistant, and naval cadet of the second class; and for the future Her 
‘Majesty's ships will be navigated by lieutenants and commanders, An 
increase of pay will most likely be granted to the officers who perform this 
duty. In addition to this, all staf commanders of above 20 years’ service 
will become captains, while all other staff commanders and masters will 
become commanders and lieutenants, and sceond mastets second lieuten- 
ants; but all these officers will have to learn gunnery. Masters’ assistants 
above 16 years of age are to become midshipmen.

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Our Tropical Possessionsin Malayan India ; Being a Descriptive 
Account of Singapore, Penang, Provixce Wellesley, and Malacca ; 
their Peoples, Products, Commerce, and Government. By Joan 
Cameron, Esq., F.R.G.S. With Illustrations. London: Smith, 
Elder, and Co.—We have given the title-page of Mr. Cameron's 
book in full, because the volume docs most satisfactorily dis- 
charge the promise held out therein. It were heartily to be 
wished that every one of our colonies and dependencies had so 
excellent a handbook to its past history, both political and 
commercial, with such a full account of its products, its various 
population, their different manner of li'e, the revenue and how 
obtained, with almost every other particular that could be 
looked for even had the writer proposed toZembrace an encyclo- 
pedic view of the subject. Mr. Cameron appropriates a chapter, 
first, to the history of the Straits Settlement ; then he proceeds 
to treat of the town of Singapore, with its suburbs and scenery ; 
this is followed by a description of the native population, di- 
vided into the three great sections of Aborigines, Malays, and 
Chinese; next the cultivation, climate, and products are treated 
of; then the commerce of the threo districts,—Singapore, 
Penang, and Malacca ; Government and Revenue succecd in 
due order; a couple of chapters occupied with matters relating 
to the social life of the settlement are followed by four that 





comprise what Mr. Cameron has to tell in special reference to 
Penang, Province Wellesley, and Malacca. ‘The Preface claims 
the reader's indulgence, that “ parting with the manuscript at 
a great distance from the place of publication, the author would 
not be allowed the advantage of revising or reconsidering what 
hehad written.” Some errorstraceable to thiscauseare discernible 
ona close examination of thepages, but none of very serious con- 
sequence, That of most importance is perhaps the statement 
at page 15, that the allotments of land at Singapore were granted 
by the East India Company on 0 99 years’ lease. We have always 
been told that the term was 999 years—a wide difference, but 
possibly only a typographical error. Singapore, it appears, was 
not associated with Penang till }826, the final arrangements 
for its cession to the British not having been made with the 
Sultan and Tumongong of Johore till August, 18%. Colonel 
Farquhar was appointed by Sir Stamford Raffles as Resident 
in 1819, when the British flag was first hoisted. Mr, Crawford 
succeeded him in 1823, when Singapore ceased to be a depen- 
dency of Bencoolen. In 1825, Mulacca was again handed over 
to us by the Dutch, and in the year following, Penang, Singa- 
pore, and the first-named were incorporated as one scttlement, 
Mr. Fullerton being sent out as Governor, who made 
Penang the seat of authority. Mr. Ibbetson succecded in 1827, 
being appointed by Lord William Bentinck, who complained on 
landing at Penang that “he could not see what the island was 
like for the number of cocked hats that were in his way.” This 
official retired in 1833, and had for his succcssor Mr. Kenneth 
Murchison, whe had been Resident Councillor both at Singa- 
pore and Penang. In 1837 on Mr. Murchison’s departure, the 
acting-Governorship was hauded ovor to Mr., afterwards Sir, S, 
G. Bonham, who was finally confirmed as Governor, after some 
manceuvring for the office on the part of Mr. Church, who had 
eventually to be content with the post of Resident Councillor. 
Governor Bonham made Singapore the permanent residence of 
the ruling authority of the incorporated settlement. Colonel 
Butterworth followed in 1843, Sir S. G. Bonham going to Hong 
Kong. The Colonel presided over the destinies of the now 
flourishing emporium for the long period of twelve years, not 
being removed till 1855, when Mr. E. A. Blundell became his 
snecessor. Mr, Cameron tells us :— 

During Mr. Blundell's administration the great rebellion in India broke 
out, and with him it was that Lord Elgin was staying when he issued the 
famous order that deflected the troops of the China expedition at Anjer, 
and sent them back to India. The news of the Indian revolt reached 
Singapore in the afternoon ; all that night Lord Elgin remained pacing 
up and down his room in the Government bungalow that stood where 
Fort Canning stands now, holding various interviews with the naval and 
military officers of the expedition, and next morning at daylight asteamer 
was despatched to the Straits of Sunda, with the order which, it isbelieved 
by many, saved the British empire in India. 

In 1859 Colonel Cavanagh received from Lord Canning the 
appointment of Governor of the Straits. “The agitation for 
the transfer of the settlement to the Crown had already com- 
menced, and as Lord Canning was one of those most favour- 
able to it, he was particular when making the appointment to 
explain its probably shortlived nature. Colonel Cavanagh’s 
term of office, however, has, contrary to expectation, extended 
quite as long as that of most Governors of the settlement, 
being only exceeded by that of Mr. Bonham and that of Colonel 
Butterworth.” 

‘As regards those articles of produce more especially culti- 
vated in the neighbourhood of Singapore, it seems that gutta 
percha is likely to die out— 


Unlike the means adopted by the Burmese to obtain the caoutchouc, 
the gutta percha or tuban tree is not tapped merely, but cut down and ab- 
solutely destroyed, to obtain its juice. It is stated that the quantity of 
juice obtained by tapping the live tree is so smail that it would never re- 
tmunerate the search for it. This is much to be regretted. The tree is of 
very slow growth, and under the present system, which requires the de- 
struction of ten trees to prcduce one cwt., the supply must sooner or later 
fall short from the forests of the peninsula, as it has already done 
from those in the island of Singapore. 

Another extract from this portion of the book will serve to 
show the value of the information it abounds in, as well as the 
clear, intelligible style in which Mr. Cameron conveys it :— 

















Another commodity which still continues to be produced in considerable 
quantities in the jungle districts of Singapore, and of the growth of which 
ly less is known at home than of any other Eastern import, is gam- 

i it is brought to the market there, edible gam- 
in appearance ney little square rich blocks of 
yellow mud in a half dry condition, and is as little suzgestive of its origin 
as can possibly be conceived. _I have already alluded to the gambier plan- 
tations in the interior of the island. They are selected far from town, in 
the midst of the jungle, and very picturesque little clearings they are. The 
plants, which are small and bushy, seldom over seven or eight feet high, 
are planted six feet asunder. The leaves are small, smooth, and of a dark 
green colour, having an astringent bitter taste. In about fourteen months 
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from the time they sre planted, the first. crop of leaves may be cut ; but 
jin about two years’ time the plant has attained full strength, and may be 
cropped once in two months. The croppings, which consist of leaves and 

oung branches, are gathered together and thrown into a huge cauldron of 

jot water, and boiled till all the strength bas been extracted. After thi 
‘what remains of the twigs and the leaves is withdrawn, and the liquid, wi 
contains a strong decoction, is kept boiling for six or seven hours, till a 
great part of the water is evaporated and nothing but a thick pasty fluid is 
feft behind. This is now poured into shallow troughs a little more than 
‘an inch deep, and allowed to cool and then dry, when it is cut up into 
little inch blocks, and is then ready for market. The reason of its being 
eut up in this manner is twofold—first, to enable it to dry and harden more 
quickly, and secondly, because in this shape it is beiter suited to the 
markets in Siam, Cochin China, and the Archipelago, where it was origi- 
nally and still is largely consumed asa masticatory, wrapped with betel- 
‘nut in leaves of siri. 

Pepper is grown in the same jungle districts as gambier, the 
cultivation of the two plants going on together, for the refuse 
of the latter forms an excellent manure for the former; and 
the gambier plant not requiring much attendance between the 
croppings, the labourers of the plantation can then devote 
their time to the pepper. Black and white pepper come from 
the same berry, the former being produced from treatment of 
the berry in its green state, and the latter from the fully ri- 
pened berry. The owners and labourers of both the gambier 
and pepper plantations in the island of Singapore are invariably 
Chinese ; the Malays appearing to have a rooted aversion to 
the culture of any product that requires the least manufacture 
or manipulation to prepare it for market. The Chinese, in fact, 
are tho bees of the Asiatic hive. Mr. Cameron states :— 

They are by far the most industrious and consequently the most valuable 
people we have in these possessions—the development of the internal 
resources of which is almost entirely due to them. In Singapore all the 
Gambier and pepper produced is of their growth ; in Penang and Province 

fellesley also, the chief plantations sre in their hands, or worked by 
them; and in Malacca, all the tin, all the sago, and all the tapioca is of 
their production. @ the Malays, they are ambitious, and become 
ich ; and though this ambition has generally its origin in the desire to 
retura to China in affluent circumstances, yet our possessions not the less 
benefit by their labour, and while many never attain the full realization of 
their aspirations, others, as they grow rich, become attached to the country 
and its laws, seek wives from among the comely daughters of the soil, and 
abandon all idea of returning to their native land. 

We have been particular in giving above a notion of the 
contents of Mr. Cameron's book, that the reader may fully un- 
derstand the vast amount of interesting and serviceable infor- 
mation to be found in it. The extracts in our columns will 
suffice to show the completeness with which each topic is 
handled, and to recommend this account of “Our Tropical Pos- 
Sessions in Malayan India” to the notice of every class, whether 
it be the merchant, the politician, or the secker for mere amuse- 
ment. The seven coloured illustrations to the book are well 
chosen as to subjects, and convey to the eye a lively impression 
of the scenery and buildings of Singapore aud the neighbourhood, 

A correspondent (an officer in the Sist Regt.) has written to 
the Army and Navy Gazette a letter in which he impugns the 
veracity and correctness of sundry statements mado in Dr. 
Rennie’s work, The British Army in China and Japan. Dr. 
Rennie, the author, being at this present moment in India, was 
of course unablo to reply to these assertions, but his cause has 
been undertaken by his father, who has boldly written to the 
journal in which the offensive letter appeared, aud challenged 
the writer either to prove his allegations or make an apology. 
We need not add our opinion on the subject, es our readers 
have only to refer to our review of the work iu question. Dr. 
Reunie has no doubt stated something which is unpalatable to 
the 31st, but nevertheless a fact. 
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The Times, on tho 22nd inst., had the following in the City 
article :-— 

“* Private telegrams from China received in the City mention numerous 
failures at Shanghai, caused by the severe and continuous losses of the 
past year in tea andsilk.”” 

This naturally caused a spirit of inquiry. It was found, how- 
ever, that the information referred only to the houses named 
by last mail, There are rumours of a more important 
house, one of old standing, but, as in the case of 
most of the old houses, the senior partner had retired, leaving 
the good name of the firm, acquired during a quarter of a cen- 
tury, to the care of juniors, to whom the dull routive of a 
Prudent and studious merchants life was considered too slow ; 
the excitement of the turf being found more suitable. With the 
publicity that will in course of time bo made in winding up 
insolvent houses, the allusions which we mado in our article on 











Over-trading in Tea and Silk, will be fully borne out. That 
an improper connection between the purchase of teas and 
“horse-racivg” has existed, there appears now no doubt ; and 
in some cases when this did not suffice to tide over the diffi- 
culties, acts have followed which in this country would be in- 
vestigated in the criminal court. When clerks purchase a chop of 
tea, procure an advance from the Bank, and leave their employers 
to find out from the tea broker that the cost of the same has 
been “placed to the account of the house ”—not having been 
stated as purchased on private account—it is high time that the 
seniors in the China trade set about a purification, It was 
an act of injustice for the partners in sucha case, not 
to prosecute the delinquent. Notwithstanding the facility with 
which “Letters of Credit” are to be procured now-a-days, 
nothing can stand the losses which are now being experienced 
in tho Tea trade, equal in many chops to thirty and forty per 
cent. This year must see an end of such trading. We are very 
much mistaken if we do not see even lower prices in Mincing- 
lane, as the holders of hypothecated bills of lading will now 
appear as sellers to a very great extent. No doubt the re- 
sult will be sufficienty onerous to stop shipments by clerks 
and the mushroom houses that have crept into the trade. 

Since the above was in type the following announcement was 
made in the Postscript of the London and China Express of 
yesterday .— 

Meetings of the creditors (chiefly Manchester) of Messrs. Fletcher and 
Co., China, have been held at the suggestion of Duncan Fletcher, Esq. 
who had retired from the firm. It has been decided to liquidate the firm, 
and_powers of attorney go out by this mail for that purpose. 

The directors of the Agra and ‘Masterman’s Bank (Limited) 
have this day declared a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum for the half-year ending 31st December last, with a 
bonus of £3 per share—equal to 22 per cent. per annum, and 
making, with the previous distribution, 20 per cent. for the year 
1864, at which rate a dividend and bonus on the new shares 
will be paid. The dividend warrants will be payable on the 8th 
March. 

Mr. S. David Sassoon, of 15, Leadenhall-street, has joined the 
direction of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan (Limited). 

- It was announced last week that a basis of amalgamation 
had been agreed to between the Alliance and Consolidated 
Banks, subject to arrangement of details. It was yesterday 
decided that the dctails could not be arranged. 

At an extraordinary general meeting of the China and Japan 
(Coast and River) Steam Navigation Company, held on the 23rd. 
inst., tho agreement entered into with the China Steamship 
and Labuan Coal Company, as founded upon tho resolutions 
embodicd in the circular noticed in our last, was carried 
unanimously, Mr. G. L, Browne was appointed liquidator. 

The Malta and Alexandria cable has sustained further injury 
owing to the bad weather, and the vessel sent from Malta could 
not proceed with the repairs. 

The Mauritius Government 6 per cent. loan of £300,000, for 
which the Crown Agents for the Colonies invited tenders, was 
not all taken up. ‘Iho total applied for was £230,100, but 
the minimum was fixed at 103, at and above which debentures 
to the extent of only £118,800, and registered stock to the 
extent of only £31,600, were disposed of, at an average of 
£104. 15s, 4d. It is understood that the Crown Agents will 
be prepared to receive tenders for the unallotted portion, 
amounting to £179,700. 

The accounts of the Southampton Dock Company were 
received by the meeting of proprietors, and showed a net 
revenue, after payment of interest on the debenture capital, 
of the dividends, and the preference stocks aud all expenses, 
amounting to £7,276, 12s. 5d., which, added to the surplus 
from last year, made £8.U53. 88. 7d, out of which a dividend 
of £2 per cent for the half-year was declared, absorbing £7,207, 
and leaving a balance of £546, 83. 7d. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month and twelve months 
ending the 31st of December, have been issued ; they do not 
contrast favourably with previous returns as regards the month, 
though on the year the balance in favour of 1864 is very con- 
siderable. This pre-eminence in the year is to be attributed 
to the general satisfactory state of trade in nearly all branches, 
‘The falling off in the month must again be put chicfly to the 
transactions in cotton yarn and cotton manufactures, and 40 
long as the war in America continues these items may be ex- 
pected to present unfavourable aspects. The total declared 
value of exportations for the month of December last was 
£12,095,437, against £14,354,400 in December 1863, and 
£10,807,033 in 1862, which is a decrease on the former period 
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of £2,258,963, but an increase on the latter of £1,288,404. 
For the year last past the total was £160,436,302, against 
£146,602,342 in 1863, and £123,992,264 in 1862 ; which is 
an increase, as compared with the former period, of 
£13,333,960, and as contrasted with the latter of £36,444,038, 
Commerce with the Far East is represented in these returns by 
the figures following :—

‘TEA.—The low and dusty kinds of Congou have sold at about former 
prices. Fair to good common kinds may be quoted about jd. per 
Ib. lower, Flavory kinds, of old Import, of fair quality, are now scl- 
ling at abont the price of good common Congou. Those of new 
Import have been much depressed, and prices have given way ld. to 
Lid. per lb. Good to fine Kaisows have been more firmly supported, but 
in these prices have given way 4d. to Id. per Ib. The finest kinds 
show no material change. Common to fair blackish-leaf, of old Import, 
remain much as before. Those of new season have been sold at a decline 
of Id. to 2d. per Ib. Good medium kinds have been freely offered, 
and the few sales made show a reduction of Id. to Id. per Ib. Some 
sales of fine quality have been made at easier prices. In finest, scarcely 
anything has been done. Tayshans and new-malze Canton kinds remain 
without alteration. Common %o fair Oolong continue ditficult of sale, afew 
of the finer kinds have changed hands at about former prices. Some few 
sales of Souchong have been made at the low prices cutrent, they being 
considered relatively cheap. In Flowery Pekoes there is no new feature 
to notice. The supplies of Scented Teas have been larger and 
freely offered, Sales have been made to some extent at fair 

ices, but latterly there has been less demand, especially for the 
Fer kinds of Foochow make, both Capers and Orange Pekoes, 
and these must be quoted about 2d. per Ib. lower. The Canton-make 
have been better supported, but the later sales of these show a de- 
cline of about 4d. to td. per Ib. Uncoloured Japans have only been 
saleable to a moderate extent at the low rates current. A small 
public sale of Indian tea went off with less spirit, but the finer kinds fully 
maintained former value. In Green teas there has been a considerable 
Pressure to sell, and prices of nearly all kinds have again declined from 
Id. to 2d. per Ib., the reduction being most marked in the Ping Suey 
kings, of which large supplies have come to hand. ‘There has been some 
inquiry for Hysons for export, which has caused them to rule firmly.
